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The 

immune 

system 

fights 

back

T he immune system seemed to 
be the unofficial unifying theme 
of the sixth Conference on 
Retroviruses and Opportunistic In¬ 
fections in Chicago last week. “It’s our 
other drug,” said Stefano Vella, a re¬ 
searcher from Rome. 

Dr. Bruce Walker has been a lead¬ 
ing theorist of immune system recon¬ 
stitution in the era of Highly Active 
Anti-Retroviral Therapy (HAART). 
The Boston researcher believes that if 
an HIV infection is caught early 
enough, before too much virus is 
“archived” in body tissue and too 
much damage is done to the immune 
system, the immune system can be re¬ 
constituted in whole or in part. 

Walker was the first to try catching 
patients immediately after infection, 
even before seroconversion when the 
immune system produces antibodies 
in the blood that the standard HIV 
test measures. 

Dr. Eric Rosenberg, his colleague 
at Massachusetts General Hospital, 
said that patients treated at the time 
of infection “have generated an im¬ 
mune response [to the ‘GAG’ core of 
HIV] that is only seen in long-term 
non-progressors who control viremia 
in the absence of therapy.” They be¬ 
lieve the “GAG response” is what 
keeps the virus in check. 

Next they looked at traditional pa¬ 
tients who began therapy only after 
the infection became established. The 
patients that were on HAART had un¬ 
detectable viral loads for at least a year. 
Most did not have a GAG response, 
but a few did. “There may be some 
restoration of this response,” said 
Rosenberg optimistically. “There may 
be a window of opportunity to treat 
people before T-helper cells are lost.” 

Walker’s group hypothesizes that 
the window extends from point of in¬ 
fection to seroconversion, then seems 
to close over the next 90 days. 

Dr. Brigitte Autran, at the Pitie 
Salpetriere Hospital in Paris, reviewed 
the growing body of knowledge on 
the impact of immune reconstitution 
on opportunistic infections. She said 
there is recovery in virtually all indi¬ 
viduals “except those with severe thy¬ 
mus damage,” which generally occurs 
in the very late stage of disease. 

However, reconstitution “requires 
long-term suppression of viral load,” 
she said. It appears that most PWAs 
who have a long-term suppression of 
viral load and a rise in CD4 cells

A bridge suspended by a flowing rain¬ 
bow flag has been selected as the win¬ 
ning logo for this year’s gay pride fes¬ 
tivities, the San Francisco Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgender (LGBT) Pride Celebra¬ 
tion Committee, Inc., announced Thursday, 
February 4. 

The winner, South of Market (SOMA) 
resident and artist Jason Fain, received a $500 
prize. Teddy Witherington, executive direc¬ 
tor of the pride committee, noted the bridge 
in the design is symbolic of the 
passage of time and reflects 
the theme for 1999 pride, 

“Proud Heritage, Powerful 
Future.” The bridge is also a 
symbol of continuity, 
coalition, and com 
munity build¬ 
ing.

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Powerful Future

C astro area parents and other commu¬ 
nity members at a packed Merchants 
of Upper Market and Castro 
(MUMC) meeting last Thursday, Feb¬ 
ruary 4 offered strong resistance to a city pro¬ 
posal to turn the Eureka Valley Recreation 
Center’s (EVRC) auditorium into an emer¬ 
gency nighttime shelter for about 30 queer 
youth. Also at the meeting, the city’s gay su¬ 
pervisors and other proponents of the plan 
cited the necessity for the temporary shelter 
until a permanent youth shelter is up and 
running later this year, probably by summer. 

The permanent youth shelter would not 
be located in the Castro. 

Supervisor Leslie Katz, who’s spear¬ 
heading the plan, emphasized the tempo¬ 
rary site at EVRC would only be for the 
winter months. But residents, merchants, 
and parents, some of whom attended the 
meeting with their young children in tow, 
repeatedly brought u£ concerns about head 
licefthe lack of showers at the site, cleanli¬ 
ness, the potential for becoming a magnet 
for youth, and other issues. 

Those in favor of the project pointed 
out the need for queer youth to have a safe 
place to go. Katz was joined by her col¬ 
leagues, Supervisors Tom Ammiano and 
Mark Leno, as well as Recreation and Park 
Department staff, and other officials. 

Several people who spoke questioned 
Katz’s timeline, noting that the “winter 
months” are almost over. Katz did not pro¬ 
vide a firm date as to when the temporary 
shelter would close. 

“It will open as soon as possible and 
close after the permanent shelter is up and 
running,” she said. 

The city had hoped to open the emer¬ 
gency shelter February 1, but flyers - ini¬ 
tially containing misinformation - were 
distributed, alerting people to the plan. Ap¬ 
parently caught off guard by the opposi¬ 
tion, Katz wasn’t sure what the next step 
should be, and it is not yet known exactly 
how the city will proceed. There is a possi¬ 
bility of a second community meeting, al-

German bi man’s visa 
revoked after firing

A n openly bisexual man 
from Dusseldorf, Germany 
is suing Palo Alto-based 
Digidesign, Inc. for allegations of 
sexual orientation discrimination 
resulting in the loss of his job and 
the right to work in the United 
States. The suit, filed Monday, 
February 8 in Santa Clara County 
Superior Court by the Law Offices 
of Wotman and Kors, alleges Cal¬ 
ifornia Labor Code violations and 
seeks multiple damages. 

Digidesign is the world’s leader 
in manufacturing digital audio 
workstations and is a subsidiary 
of Avid Technology, publicly trad¬ 
ed on the NASDAQ stock ex¬ 
change. Martin Berneburg was 
brought to the company’s Silicon 
Valley headquarters from his na¬ 
tive Germany in late summer 
1998 to head its public relations 
team. Throughout last fall 
Berneburg’s supervisor allegedly 
engaged in a campaign of dis¬ 
crimination after learning that 
Berneburg is bisexual. The com¬ 
plaint states that the supervisor 
told Berneburg, “I cannot work 
with people like you. I will create 
a work environment for you that 


will make you want to quit.” 

In addition, the complaint al¬ 
leges that his supervisor said, “I 
just want to get rid of you. I don’t 
want to deal with people like you,” 
shortly after Berneburg complet¬ 
ed a highly successful trade show 
for Digidesign. 

“I came halfway around the 
world for this job,” stated Berneb¬ 
urg, “and I came to the Bay Area 
believing that the social climate 
would be much different and more 
tolerant than in my home in Ger¬ 
many. It turned out not to be the 
case. I am outraged and devastated 
by this and it’s been very difficult.” 

The supervisor apparently made 
it clear to both Berneburg and his 
coworkers that it was Berneburg’s 
sexual orientation that was the 
problem. Specifically, the complaint 
alleges that Berneburg’s supervisor 
openly took the position that “a bi¬ 
sexual is not fit to represent the 
company.” After Berneburg com¬ 
plained to management, his em¬ 
ployment was terminated. 

Digidesign management then 
called the Immigration and Nat¬ 
uralization Service (INS) and in¬ 
formed the office that Berneburg 
had been terminated. According 
to Wotman and Kors, the INS re¬ 
voked Berneburg’s working visa, 


thus preventing him from the op¬ 
portunity to seek new employ¬ 
ment in the United States. 

“This type of behavior is out¬ 
rageous and offensive,” gay rights 
attorney Geoffrey Kors told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “For an em¬ 
ployee to be subjected to this kind 
of behavior and then fired for 
complaining about it is outside the 
bounds of decency,” Kors added. 

According to the complaint, 
even after Berneburg’s termina¬ 
tion his supervisor continued to 
make offensive and disparaging 
remarks such as “The queer peri¬ 
od is over. Now we can hire some¬ 
one straight for the job.” 

The complaint alleges five caus¬ 
es of action including: sexual ori¬ 
entation discrimination, wrongful 
termination, breach of contract, 
failure to pay wages in violation of 
the California Labor Code, inten¬ 
tional infliction of emotional dis¬ 
tress, as well punitive damages. 

“This lawsuit will hopefully 
send a message to companies in Sil¬ 
icon Valley that sexual orientation 
discrimination in employment is 
illegal in California and that those 
companies which engage in dis¬ 
crimination against gay employees 
will pay for their illegal behavior,” 
said attorney Paul Wotman. ▼ 


Stud vandalized after ' Wetback Night'

T he angry protest over the 
controversial “Wetback 
Night,” held last Tuesday, 
February 2 at the Stud bar’s Tran- 
nyshack, didn’t stop when the 
show ended. 

The Latino promoters’ decision 
- minutes before the show - to 
change the event’s name to “Mex¬ 
ican Heritage Night” didn’t deter 
protesters, who jeered and insulted 
patrons attending the second an¬ 
nual night of camp and commo¬ 
tion. Although the demonstrators 
and their targets were raucous and 
frequently nasty, it was an orderly 
protest in that no one on either 
side broke any laws. That changed 
in the early morning hours after 
the show, when the exterior walls 
of the club were anonymously 
painted with graffiti reading 
“White Bitches,” “Mexico - Fuck 
Racist Studs,” and “Racist White 
Bitches.” 

Stud co-owner Michael McEl- 
haney, who discovered the van¬ 
dalism, told the Bay Area Reporter , 
“It’s sad that the protesters had to 


attack the club. The whole thing is 
weird because the trannies that 
run the event are Latino, and the 
protesters are Latino. Then the 
protesters take it out on the club 
with racist insults to whites. This 
was not a white issue at all. Now 
we have to repaint the building 
and we [the Stud] had no inten¬ 
tion whatsoever to insult the Lati¬ 
no community. And it hurts me 
because they spray-painted graffi¬ 
ti on a painting of mine that is 
hung outside of the club. I paint¬ 
ed that for the opening of Tran- 
nyshack three years ago.” 

Before the Latino performers 
took the stage for the evening’s 
show, Trannyshack head promot¬ 
er Heklina said, “We are here to 
celebrate Mexican heritage. We 
had no intention to insult the 
Latino community and we apolo¬ 
gize to anyone who has been of¬ 
fended. We have changed the 
name to ‘Mexican Heritage Night’ 
and future events will be held in 
celebration of the community. 
That’s the way we intended it to 
be. Now, fill up your cocktails and 
open your eyes and enjoy the 
show” ▼

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Cut rates suit at K-Mart

A n AIDS discrimination law¬ 
suit against K-Mart will 
begin in United States Dis¬ 
trict Court in Oakland this Tues¬ 
day, February 16, nearly three 
years after the incident that pre¬ 
cipitated it. 

Attorney Waukeen McCoy filed 
the claim again with the giant chain 
under the Americans With Disabil¬ 
ities Act on behalf of plaintiff Aksel 
Dirkswager, who was escorted 
from a K-Mart, and allegedly 
threatened by a security guard, fol¬ 
lowing a cashier’s interaction with 
the Nicaragua-born plaintiff. 

The incident took place May 
11,1996 while Dirkswager was at 
the Hayward K-Mart buying a 
Mother's Day present for his wife. 
According to McCoy, Dirkswager 
and his 4-year-old son had fin¬ 
ished their shopping and were in a 
chedc-out line when the cashier 
noticed a wound on the plaintiff’s 
right index finger. 

Dirkswager “noticed the ban¬ 
dage had fallen off,” McCoy told 
the Bay Area Reporter , “and he 
asked for a bandage for his finger 
and mentioned that he might 
have AIDS.” 

The wound was a nick that 
Dirkswager suffered while doing 
chores around his house; one of 
the items on his K-Mart shopping 
list was bandages. 

The cashier became “extreme¬ 
ly agitated” and was very reluctant 
to touch Dirkswager’s check or 
the pen she had lent him to write 
the check. 

“She began crying,” McCoy 
told the B.A.R. Then, according to 
the complaint, the cashier began 
screaming at Dirkswager that he 
should have told her he had AIDS 
before he used her pen. 

“You contaminated my pen 
and I already touched it,” she al¬ 
legedly yelled. 

The cashier got on the store’s 
public address system and called 
for help from the general manger, 
claiming someone in her line “had 
AIDS and had touched” her. 

According to McCoy, store se¬ 
curity arrived and Dirkswager was 
escorted from the K-Mart - and 
told by the security guard that he 
was forever banned from the 


premises because he had AIDS 
and that he was lucky that his lit¬ 
tle boy was present. Otherwise, 
the guard allegedly said, he would 
have “used force to kick [his] ass.” 

Dirkswager does not have 
AIDS and later tested HIV-nega¬ 
tive, McCoy told the B.A.R. Fed¬ 
eral disability statutes prohibit 
discrimination on the basis - or 
appearance - of disability, includ¬ 
ing HIV infection.

swager used his left hand to write 
the check.and handle the pen. 

McLean denied McCoy’s allega¬ 
tions about the security tape. “There 
was never a tape; it’s a red herring,” 
he told the B.A.R. “The people who 
were present testified under deposi¬ 
tion that no such tape exists.” 

He added that three people at 
the scene of the incident have 
sworn Dirkswager did get blood 
on the cashier. “I’m hopeful that 
what really happened will come to 
light,” he said. 

Although the security guard 
claimed in deposition that the 
cashier had told him that Dirk-

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Majeski, Kohn and Bentley. David 
McLean of that firm told the 
B.A.R., “I normally don’t try my 
cases in the press.” However, he 
said, “I think the facts are very dif¬ 
ferent than that reported by the 
plaintiff. If you get blood on 
someone you apologize for it; you 
don’t say, ‘I have AIDS’ and create 
a disturbance.” 

Missing video? 

The case has been marked by 
notoriety. K-Mart’s initial lawyer 
characterized Dirkswager as an 
AIDS terrorist, and later offered 
$9,999.95 to settle the case. 

“He was removed,” McCoy 
said. “His comments were ap¬ 
palling.” 

In other developments, a 
videotape of the transaction with 
the K-Mart clerk was promised to 
McCoy, but is now missing and 
presumed destroyed. 

According to McCoy, the 
videotape would refute the 
cashier’s claims that Dirkswager’s 
wound was bleeding and that the 
check he presented to her was 
bloody. 

“In fact, there was no blood on 
the check. There is no evidence of 
blood anywhere,” he said. Dirk-

dress, the cashier denied the secu¬ 
rity guard’s claim in deposition. 

The cashier is no longer em¬ 
ployed by K-Mart. The security 
guard is currently a Contra Costa 
County police academy cadet. 

Dirkswager still suffers the ef¬ 
fects of the discriminatory treat¬ 
ment and threats of the security 
guard, according to McCoy.

FedEx lease approved 
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Noe Valley Customer Satisfaction

T he San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors quietly ap¬ 
proved a 10-year lease at 
San Francisco International Air¬ 
port (SFO) for Federal Express 
last Monday, February 8, even 
though the company is one of the 
firms suing the city over the equal 
benefits ordinance. Board mem¬ 
bers made no comment as they 
voted 10 to 0 to approve the lease 
for a $59 million cargo warehouse 
and office complex, which several 
airlines will share. Supervisor 
Leslie Katz was absent. 

FedEx is part of the lawsuit 
filed against the city by the Air 
Transport Association (ATA), a 
trade group for the nation’s air¬ 


lines, seeking exemption from the 
equal benefits law. The landmark 
ordinance requires companies 
that do business with the city to 
offer benefits to domestic part¬ 
ners of employees if those bene¬ 
fits are offered to employee spous¬ 
es. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Claudia Wilken ruled last April 
that although airlines do not have 
to offer medical and pension ben¬ 
efits, they do have to offer other 
benefits such as bereavement leave 
and travel. United Airlines filed 
suit on its own last year after 
Wilken’s ruling in an effort to get 
out of offering even those benefits 
to domestic partners of its em¬ 
ployees. Wilken has not yet ruled 
on that aspect of the lawsuit, but 
last year she granted a preliminary 


injunction to the airlines that ef¬ 
fectively keeps the status quo at 
SFO until she issues an opinion. 
Because of that injunction, Chief 
Assistant City Attorney Dennis 
Aftergut, the lead counsel for the 
city against United, said the su¬ 
pervisors must approve the FedEx 
airport lease. 

If Wilken rules in favor of the 
city, ATA members would have 15 
days to sign an intent to comply 
with the law or face termination 
of the lease, airport officials said. 

The board’s Finance and Labor 
Committee previously approved 
forwarding the lease on to the full 
board for passage. FedEx plans to 
lease 125,243 square feet of the 
property, and will pay the city- 
owned airport approximately $2.7 
million annually in rent. ▼ 


Proposal to cutSFGH pharmacy budget 
goes to Health Commission Tuesday

A ctivists plan a demonstration 
at the Health Commission 
meeting this Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 16, over a proposal by the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health (DPH) to slash $1.2 million 
from the outpatient pharmacy 
budget at San Francisco General 
Hospital (SFGH). The matter will 
be discussed by the commissioners. 

According to DPH Chief Fi¬ 
nancial Officer Monique Zmuda, 
the four-point plan is needed be¬ 


cause the SFGH pharmacy has 
overspent its budget and is in 
“revenue deficit.” Under the pro¬ 
posal, the drug formulary will be 
limited to drugs approved by 
MediCal, although there will be 
an appeal procedure for patients 
to follow if there’s an indication 
they need other medications. 

Other points of the plan are: 

• a $2 co-pay for each medication; 

• a limit on dispensing free 
over-the-counter items to those 
that are clinically indicated by 
healthcare providers (nutrients 
needed by AIDS patients, for ex¬ 


ample, would continue to be dis¬ 
tributed at no cost, Zmuda noted, 
if so indicated); and 

• referral of MediCal patients 
to community pharmacies. 

Zmuda said SFGH’s pharmacy 
will continue to provide pharma¬ 
cy services for indigents and peo¬ 
ple who cannot pay. No one will 
be turned away. T

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Judge Herbert 
Donaldson retires

|1 M e has loved every minute of 
the 16 years he’s spent on the 
1 v ' bench, but that ends today 
(Thursday, February 11) when San 
Francisco Municipal Court Judge 
Herb Donaldson retires. The judge 
was appointed by former Governor 
Jerry Brown in 1983 and was the 
first openly gay man to be named a 
judge in the city. 

“Looking back, I’ve enjoyed 
every minute of it,” Donaldson 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“Everything gets a rose colored 
tint.” 

Donaldson, who practiced law 
before becoming a judge, and in 
1963 started the city’s first gourmet 
coffee house, Capricorn Coffees, 
said the strong support of San 
Francisco’s gay community was in¬ 
strumental in Brown appointing 
him to the bench. While the city 
had an openly lesbian judge, Mary 
Morgan, Donaldson thought a gay 
man was needed too. 

“I had the unified support of 
the gay and lesbian community 
and I’ve always been grateful for 
that,” Donaldson said. “They put 



their trust in me and I’ve always 
tried to do justice.” 

Brown, now mayor of Oak¬ 
land, appointed Donaldson to the 
bench in a batch of last-minute 
appointments right before he left 
office. There hasn’t been another 
Democratic governor since until 
now; Governor Gray Davis will 
name Donaldson’s successor. 

Donaldson’s friends and sup¬ 
porters will host a retirement and 


Lesbian lawmakers 
upset at being 
singled out by 
prayer group

C alifornia’s two lesbian as¬ 
semblywomen have accept¬ 
ed apologies from a woman 
and others affiliated with a con¬ 
servative Christian group who 
used the Assembly chamber for a 
prayer gathering last Friday, Feb¬ 
ruary 5; the woman at one point 
draped a red prayer banner over 
the desks of the lesbian lawmak¬ 
ers, seemingly singling them out. 

Assemblywomen Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco) and 
Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa Monica) 
reacted with anger when they 
found out about the incident that 
took place when the Assembly was 
not in session. All kinds of groups 
regularly use the Assembly cham¬ 
ber for gatherings when the lower 
house is adjourned, but they must 
first get permission from a law¬ 
maker. Members of the California 
State Solemn Assembly had got¬ 
ten approval from conservative 
Assemblyman Bill Leonard (R- 
Rancho Cucamonga), who leads 
Bible study for some legislators. 
On Monday, February 8, Migden 
and Kuehl went to Assembly 
Speaker Antonio Villaraigosa (D- 
Los Angeles) with their concerns. 
Leonard has apologized to 
Migden and Kuehl. 

“It continues to unfold,” Kuehl 
said Tuesday, February 9. Neither 
Kuehl nor Migden were present 
for the prayer gathering, but As¬ 
sembly staff who work on the 
floor were reportedly “very upset” 
when the incident took place. 

“I feel Carole and I are very 
empowered up here and we have 


support up here. I feel exactly like 
the guy who had ‘faggot’ scrawled 
on his desk,” Kuehl told Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Added Migden, “Everyone’s 
apologizing. It was an invasion 
and improper use of the Assembly 
chamber. It’s another example of 
gays being targeted. Hopefully, 
we’ll reform future practices. I was 
upset about it.” 

Stephanie Steele, the woman 
who placed the prayer banner 
over the desks of Kuehl and 
Migden, sent an open letter of 
apology over the incident, offer¬ 
ing to step down from her duties. 
In the letter, obtained by the 
B.A.R., Steele said she was praying 
for all legislators. She said the 
Reverend Joe Walsh, minister with 
the California State Solemn As¬ 
sembly, knew nothing in advance 
of her actions. 

Some conservative religious 
groups believe gays and lesbians 
can be "cured” through prayer. At 
no point during the gathering, 
which was attended by about 200 
people, did anyone from the Cali¬ 
fornia State Solemn Assembly 
make any reference to homosexu¬ 
als, but Steele’s actions made 
Migden and Kuehl think otherwise. 

“I went over to one of the 
desks and placed my banner over 
the desk symbolic of God’s love 
covering the individual legislators 
[sic] lives, homes, families, etc., 
and I looked at the name on the 
desk as I was praying and called it 
out,” Steele wrote, “but only as 
symbolic of the individuality of 
the different legislators, not pick¬ 
ing one legislator out deliberate¬ 
ly.” T 


birthday celebration for him at 
the Civic Center Courthouse on 
McAllister Street this Friday, Feb¬ 
ruary 12. Louise Swig, a friend of 
Donaldson’s for over 20 years and 
one of the organizers, said a 
crowd of about 300 people is ex¬ 
pected; it’s Donaldson’s 72nd 
birthday. 

“My essential thought is that 
he’s a person who treats every¬ 
body fairly and with respect, with 
no regard to background,” Swig 
told the B.A.R. “People feel like 
they’ve been respected.” 

Donaldson wanted to serve as 
a Municipal Court judge, rather 
than as a Superior Court judge, 
because that’s the court that af¬ 
fects most people’s lives. Last No¬ 
vember, voters mandated a con¬ 
solidation of municipal courts 
with superior courts. Prior to 
that, however, municipal courts 
were where cases typically in¬ 
volved petty criminals, prosti¬ 
tutes, and preliminary hearings 
for felony cases. Donaldson said 
most of his time was spent presid¬ 
ing over criminal cases, although 
he heard civil cases as well. 

While looking forward to his 
retirement, Donaldson said he’ll 
be back on the bench occasional¬ 
ly as a visiting judge. 

He said that one of his guiding 
principles was to dispense justice 
fairly. “There’s no formula,” he 
said. “Each case has its own facts, 
its own participants.” ▼

his week we sent an e-mail to adul¬ 
terous House Manager Henry Hyde, 
II pointing out that it is only a matter 
of a few days before his “case” recedes into 
memory, just a shameful example of what 
happens when legislators put partisanship 
ahead of the nation’s needs. We also men¬ 
tioned that it is a matter of some 700 days 
before the same thing happens to him. 

Republicans say that voters will forgive 
and forget, and that “two years is a long time 
in politics.” That may be true in some two- 
year periods, but we doubt it will be true 
over the next 24 months. For as the Race for 
the White House 2000 unfolds, and with the 
economy doing well (for the wealthy and 
some of the middle-class, but much less so 
for the lower classes, as usual) and the loss 
of scary demons like communism and Rea- 
ganesque deficits to talk about, the media 
will have to ask about other topics - like the 
impeachment hearings, and how much each 
candidate supported them. 

Republicans’ answers will no doubt be il¬ 
lustrative for their very lack of clarity: ex¬ 
pect to see stammering and prevaricating 
that makes President Clinton’s supposedly 
“obstructionist” testimony look like indis¬ 
putable declarative statements. 

The best thing about the impeachment 
nonsense is, naturally, the likely loss of the 
GOP’s legislative control in Washington, but 
the second-best has been the comedy of 
lawyers arguing against lawyerly speech - to 
lawyers. Every time Asa Hutchinson con¬ 
demned “the presid/nt’s testimony of evid¬ 
ence” as evasive-and-therefore-dishonest, we 
wondered if he really expected to sway the 
Senate’s many professional attorneys. Those 
lawyers and their colleagues make their 
damn good livings by slicing hairs and 


knowing how to dissemble with 
out being - technically - dishonest. 

They don’t want to give up a market they 
have cornered, and even the Republicans 
who most want to see Clinton 
in prison must have realized 
the danger of setting a prece¬ 
dent (or precedmt) that might 
cost them influence and money. Acquittal 
was, therefore, always a foregone conclusion. 

Pity: If they had reigned in lawyers’ 
sesquipedalian obfuscation, it arguably 
would have been worth the $40+ million 
Ken Starr and his cronies spent on the case. 

While we’re on the subject of words and 
meanings, we have to mention that Mayor 
Willie Brown has, to use Noel Coward’s line, 



“a remarkably limited repertoire” 
when it comes to insults. For at least 
the second time in his term, he has 
^ been quoted using the word 
“pantywaist” to deride some¬ 
thing he doesn’t like. (The first 
time it was the supervisors; 
more recently he was referring 
to United’s small commuter planes.) Just in 
case he doesn’t know it, the word is usually 
defined as a synonym for “sissy.”

Gay men do have children

I t was the spring of 1982 when we fell in 
love at Glassboro State College (now 
Rowan University). Jon, 18, was a fresh¬ 
man majoring in speech/theatre communi¬ 
cations and Michael, just 20, was a sopho¬ 
more majoring in advertising. It all began in 
our fraternity house, the Tau Kappa Epsilon 
or the TeKE house, as it was referred to. 
Fate had brought us together through 
Jon’s pledging and Michael’s hazing. 

Jon jokingly says that the best re¬ 
venge to Michael’s pledging antics 
was to “marry” him, so he did. 

It should have been the happiest 
time of our life. We were blissfully 
filled with true love for the first and 
only time of our lives. In¬ 
stead, it was the saddest 
time. We came out to our 
families and were greeted 
not with open arms but with fear, anger, sad¬ 
ness, confusion, and rejection. Our parents 
took it hard. There were a variety of objec¬ 
tions but one statement was consistent: 

“Oh my God, this means we will never 
have your grandchildren.” 

To us, this was an accepted fact - Gay 
Men Don’t Have Children. It seemed there 
were many prices to pay for honoring our 
love for one another. This was one of the 
heaviest. But it was our choice, was it not? 
Of course not! 

Jon had dreams of fatherhood and ser¬ 
vice to his country since he was a child, 
maybe even as early as his Cub Scout days. 
Michael too had spent the better part of his 
youth working and caring for and teaching 
children. It took more than 10 years before 
we, ourselves, could accept the fact that we 
were people just like everyone else. 

Gay Men Do Have Children. For us their 
names are Adam, Madison, and Rosa. 

In 1995, we moved from our “fabulous” 
duplex apartment off Central Park on the 
Upper West Side of Manhattan into a mod¬ 
est stucco home in the suburb of Maywood, 
New Jersey. We were on our way to fulfill¬ 
ing our dreams of a family, dreams that 
once were shattered. 

Shortly after moving in, we applied with 


the state to become foster and adoptive par¬ 
ents. Nine months later - after being 
screened, investigated, trained, and inspect¬ 
ed - we received a call from the child place¬ 
ment specialist with the Division of Youth 
and Family Services of New Jersey. This call, 
three days before Christmas, would change 
our lives in more ways than we could have 
ever predicted. 

Adam was two and a half months old. 
He weighed 11 pounds. He was testing pos¬ 
itive for HIV, tuberculosis, and hepatitis C. 
He had a hole in his heart, a cardiac ar¬ 
rhythmia, and an enlarged liver. His lungs 
were damaged due to merconian 
aspiration syndrome at birth 
and RSV when he was a month 
old. He was also still going 
through severe drug withdraw¬ 
al. In his system at birth 
were crack, heroin, 
methadone, marijuana, 
nicotine, and alcohol. 

It was one of the happiest days of our 
life. 

After nursing him back to health, he had 
become free for adoption and so we filed to 
adopt. It was then and only then did our ho¬ 
mosexuality become an issue. The fact that 
we were an unmarried couple is what caused 
concern with the state. New Jersey did not 
allow joint adoptions by unmarried couples. 
We were in a “Catch 22.” In our state, or any 
for that matter, we could not become a mar¬ 
ried couple. 

We challenged the state policy. It was dis¬ 
criminatory and clearly not in the best in¬ 
terest of our child. On June 19, 1997, we 
filed a class action lawsuit against the state 
of New Jersey to have the policy stricken 
from the books. 

In the meantime, the state saw us fit 
enough to place another child, Andrew, 
born to similar circumstances, with us. He 
was a foster child that we would, in five 
months time, return to live with his grand¬ 
parents. On the day we surrendered Andrew 
to his grandparents, we retained the Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) to fight 
our case to adopt Adam in earnest. Oddly 
enough, it was also the day the state would 
call to tell us about our little girl Madison. 
And with Madison would eventually come

her older sister Rosa. 

To date, we have won all our battles with 
the state. Adam was legally adopted by both 
of us on October 22, 1997. On December 
17,1997, the state of New Jersey settled the 
class action lawsuit in our favor, making 
New Jersey the first state in the nation to 
have a statewide policy that put homosexu¬ 
al couples on equal footing with married 
couples in the matter of adoption. 

Whether its public speaking or the writ¬ 
ten word, we are committed to helping one 
another with issues of coming out. But 
most of all, we believe we are continuing to 
fight for the best interests of our children, 
all of our children. 

Gay men can and do have children and 
you too can make a difference in the plight 
of America’s most vulnerable children, chil¬ 
dren “lost in the system.” 

So we urge you to stand up to legislation 
that would forbid this. Legislation forfeit¬ 
ing the rights of these vulnerable children 
to secure a good loving permanent home. 
Stand up for your right to be that home. 
You may not be ready to parent today but if 
and when you are ready, you will be glad 
you stood up now. 

Above all, these children will grow up 
knowing that the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty fought to protect and nurture them, when 
others only used them as political pawns. ▼ 
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Who put the ‘neigh’ in ‘neighborhood?’ 

We are writing with a deep sense of sadness about 
our neighborhood, the Castro. As a lesbian couple we 
live here because it is supposed to be the home base 
for our community. This was the neighborhood of 
gay activism, of street parties, and of care teams cop¬ 
ing with the AIDS epidemic. This was supposed to be 
the political, social, and cultural center for the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender community. 

We recently attended a meeting about providing 
emergency shelter to homeless gay youth at the Eure¬ 
ka Valley Recreation Center. Some residents came 
with valid concerns about making sure the center re¬ 
mains a multi-use space that is healthy and safe for 
everyone. But overall we were saddened to find our 
neighbors can be so petty and mean. People spoke 
about these queer youth - the young people of our 
community who are sleeping on the streets because 
they were abused or kicked out of their homes and 
don’t have a place to live or can’t afford a place for 
$ 1,000 a month - as if they were rodents. Yes, rodents. 

There were so many denunciations of drug use 
you would think that all of the Castro was clean and 
sober. People said they were afraid their children 
would be abducted by queer youth. People said it 
wouldn’t be long until the neighborhood would be 
overrun by homeless people. And someone said about 
the shelter closing at 7 a.m.: “Do you think they are 
just going to disappear? They’re not going to disap¬ 
pear at 7 a.m. They’re going to sit on the sidewalk in 
front of my store.” 

And this last comment brings us to our 
main point. The truth is homeless people 
are not going to disappear like magic. , 

Even if we put up signs in our windows 
letting them know they aren’t welcome 
and try to convince people not to give 
them money. Even if we numb our¬ 
selves, pretend we’re not stepping over 
them on our way to work, and stop see¬ 
ing them as human beings. The whole 
point is that they do not have anywhere to go. The 
real solution isn’t to push them into other neighbor¬ 
hoods or other cities or eventually off into the ocean. 
We know that. Deep down we know that they repre¬ 
sent what isn’t working for our whole society - that 
there are more and more desperately poor people 
who can’t afford the basics for life. And their problem 
is our problem. There is no wall high enough to pro¬ 
tect ourselves from this fact. 

If we really took this on as a neighborhood, as 
business owners and residents, workers and parents, 
we could solve our one piece of this one problem. We 
could welcome the emergency shelter and help to 
build the permanent shelter. We could create jobs for 
queer homeless youth in our neighborhood busi¬ 
nesses and build long-term affordable housing right 
here in the neighborhood. We could do all of this if 
we had the will. The question is whether we do. 

That is why this issue is a test for us as a neigh¬ 
borhood and as a people. Who are we?

Boot camp, not shelter 

When Supervisor Leslie Katz was asked whether 
her Bernal Heights neighborhood had been consid¬ 
ered as a possible location for a youth shelter - gay or 
straight - she laughed, “I live there!” Two attendees at 
last week’s announcement, Paul Lester and Kevin 
Kropp, told me Katz’s remark was a “direct quote.” 

How can Ammiano, Leno, and Katz be so out of 
touch with their constituents - especially Leno, who 
wants to represent the Castro in next year’s district 
election? Those in attendance said they quickly real¬ 
ized the supervisors had no clear plan of action when 
the idea of turning in the Eureka Valley Recreation 
Center went from being an “emergency shelter” dur¬ 
ing cold winter nights to a “temporary shelter” until 
a new facility is built. 

Additionally, the supervisors insulted the intelli¬ 
gence of the audience by stating the shelter is for gay 
youth - 18 to 23 years of age. First of all, we should as¬ 
sist all children, not just the gay ones. And secondly, 

18 to 23 year olds are officially recognized as adults, 
old enough to vote and serve in the military. The lat¬ 
ter is where these 18 to 23-year-olds should be if they 
can’t get themselves together. They can immediately 
improve the quality of their lives by joining the mili¬ 
tary. No more sleeping on the street, three meals a 
day, a regimen, discipline, and an education - all at 
taxpayer’s expense. 

Wayne Friday’s quote in a recent Matier & Ross 
column was right on: “You can’t walk down Castro 
Street without being hit by a crack dealer.” For those 
who want help, it already exists, and there are plenty 
of empty beds at existing shelters. Get the dope-sell¬ 
ers, hustlers, and troublemakers off the streets now! 
Our elected officials must listen to the citizenry and 
take action now to clean up the Castro!

Just say ‘Scat’ to Amos Brown 

The recent letter of Arthur Evans attacking Super¬ 
visor Tom Ammiano for not supporting Amos 
Brown s latest effort to criminalize poverty is com¬ 
pletely disingenuous. Anyone following Tom’s cam¬ 
paigns knows that he never was in favor of such pro¬ 
posals. Tom was elected board president in a citywide 
election, and with “gay neighborhood power,” by a 
well-informed electorate. 

Supervisor Brown’s proposals to sweep public 
plazas just send homeless San Franciscans from the 
parts of the city that have services into neighbor¬ 
hoods less equipped to deal with them. Many of these 
people are queer, so naturally the Castro is a destina¬ 
tion point.

With your serious concerns about destructive public 
behavior, make sure you contact the police and report 
any illegal behavior you witness. However, remember 
that merely being poor, unattractive, and visible is not 
illegal yet and the police are for preventing and solv¬ 
ing actual crimes. 

If someone asks you for change, you are not re¬ 
quired to give it. Say “no” if you prefer and move on. 

If someone is impeding your way, say “excuse me” 
in the same tones that you would expect 
someone to say it to you, if you were in 
their way. Remember that many San Fran¬ 
ciscans are a paycheck or an eviction away 
from becoming one of “them.” It is also 
statistically likely that some of your 
friends have addictions, but perhaps 
have a support system that keep them 
from being the “street drunks and 
junkies” that you bemoan. Empathy is 
hard work, but anger is more wearing on 

the soul. 

Amos Brown is initiating most of his proposals be¬ 
cause we are in a mayoral election. Mayor Willie 
Brown needs to firm up support among the down¬ 
town interests that finance him and conservatives in 
general. Having a reverend lead this effort helps de¬ 
flect the charge that the mayor is insensitive. 

Of course, Amos Brown is beyond being just a 
lackey for the mayor. He has generated a real passion 
for this. Even in his inaugural speech, when everyone 
was thanking family and friends, he rambled on and 
on about “defecation and urination.”

Get to know the Stop AIDS ‘spies’ 

Thank you both for your recent editorial and the 
news story regarding increases in high risk sexual be¬ 
havior among gay and bisexual men in San Francisco. 

You are correct, that “the real story” on January 29 
was the report issued by the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention (CDC) which cited surveys con¬ 
ducted on the street by Stop AIDS Project volunteers 
(the people in the red jackets!). 

According to our surveys, consistent condom use 
declined from 69.2 percent in 1994 to 60.9 percent in 
1997. In addition, the proportion of men having mul¬ 
tiple sex partners and unprotected anal sex increased 
from 23.6 percent in 1994 to 33.3 percent in 1997. 

The rise in unsafe sex concerns all of us at Stop 
AIDS. Our response to these numbers will be a 
strengthened emphasis on new programs and work¬ 
shops, beginning with stepped-up efforts with our 
street outreach surveys. 

Outreach is important for several reasons. First, 
it’s a way to start a conversation with gay and bi men 
about their sex lives. This offers an opportunity for 
gay men, both positive and negative, to self-reflect 
about any sexual risks they might be taking and 
change their behavior accordingly. Second, we use the 
conversations to find out what issues men want to 
talk about. It’s a process that helps us develop work¬ 
shops, community forums and other programs at 
Stop AIDS that both interest gay men and that will 
help stop the spread of HIV in our community. Third, 
we collect the information to share with the commu¬ 
nity at large. When we reflect back the information, it 
allows the community as a whole to hold a mirror to 
itself. Finally, we share it with prevention advocates 
at the San Francisco Department of Public Health 
and the CDC so they can better understand new shifts 
with the epidemic. This, in turn, helps us to argue 
against flat funding for AIDS prevention, a move 
that’s been proposed by both President Clinton and 
Governor Davis in their recently submitted budgets. 

We will continue to do our street outreach surveys 
in the Castro, the Polk, the Mission, and the South of 
Market areas. If you are a gay or bi man and you hap¬ 
pen to see one of our red-jacketed volunteers, stop by 
and start up a conversation. We want to know what 
you think we should be doing. Stopping the spread of 
AIDS is about preserving our community. Please con¬ 
tinue to be part of this effort.

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Conservative 
enough for GOP?

E ven some of the leading 
conservative Republicans 
now admit the GOP’s 
prospect for the 2000 congres¬ 
sional and presidential elections 
have been damaged, and a recent 
New York Times !CBS News Poll 
found that nearly 60 percent of the 
American people blame the Re¬ 
publican-controlled Senate for its 
handling of the impeachment 
trial. So how did a half-dozen pos¬ 
sible GOP presidential candidates 
react? Here’s how: by desperately 
trying to demonstrate their 
conservative bonafides to 
the far right. 

A couple of days after 
releasing the poll, the 
Times reported a quiet 
meeting behind 
closed doors in a 
Washington hotel last 
week, between 
those poten¬ 
tial candidates 
and the Com¬ 
mittee to Restore American Val¬ 
ues, a coalition of conservative 
leaders. Members of CRAV 
(which should be renamed “Com¬ 
mittee to Restore American Puri¬ 
tanism,” thereby giving it the 
more appropriate acronym 
“CRAP”) include Randy Tate, 
the executive director of the anti¬ 
gay, anti-abortion Christian 
Coalition; Phyllis Schlafly, an¬ 
other notorious homophobic 
anti-feminist pro-lifer; and noted 
right-winger Paul Weyrich. 

Among the GOP presidential 
hopefuls who made the homage 
to the meeting were such arch¬ 
conservatives as Ohio Representa¬ 
tive John Kasich; New Hamp¬ 
shire Senator Robert Smith; 
publishing magnate Steve 
Forbes; Gary Bauer, the notori¬ 
ously homophobic head of the 
Family Research Council; and 
Alan Keyes, a perennial presi¬ 
dential candidate who is a former 
State Department official. Former 
Vice President Dan Quayle spoke 
to the group and pled for their 
support by telephone. It could not 
be determined whether or not 
Texas Governor George W. Bush 
or former Reagan cabinet mem¬ 
ber Elizabeth Dole sought the 
group’s blessings. 

All those Republican presiden¬ 
tial candidates hoping to please the 
conservative leaders were asked to 
fill out a detailed questionnaire 
and return it within a couple of 
weeks. Although no candidate was 
willing to make the questionnaire 
public, the questions asked includ¬ 
ed these doozies: 

“Do you agree with a constitu¬ 
tional amendment guaranteeing 
the right to life be enacted?” 

“What commitments relative 
to abortion would you require 
from appointees to the Supreme 
Court or lower federal judiciary 
positions?” 

“Would you support a remove 
of the words ‘under God’ from the 
Pledge of Allegiance?” 

“Do you believe gun control 
reduces crime?” 

Normal, everyday positions you 
would expect a Republican presi¬ 
dent to agree to, you say? Perhaps. 

Never mind that numerous 
GOP congressional candidates 
likely lost their races in last No¬ 
vember’s general election on the 
pro-life issue itself; all presidential 
hopefuls who hope to curry favor 


with the Christian right now clear¬ 
ly controlling the national Repub¬ 
lican Party have clearly been put 
on notice that they must, first and 
foremost, adhere to the anti-abor¬ 
tion philosophy that these party 
“leaders” hold dear. Just toss in a 
couple of anti-gay planks and you 
have the perfect Republican presi¬ 
dential platform. Al Gore could¬ 
n’t ask for much better luck next 
year than to let the Committee to 
Restore American Values and their 
ilk choose the Republican presi¬ 
dential nominee in 2000. 

Or, as all good political candi¬ 
dates know: never stand in the 
way of your opponent as 
he/she is on the way to 
self-destruction. More 
power to the likes of 
Schlafly, Tate, and the 
Christian right as 
they continue to con¬ 
trol the Republican 
party; may they reign 
forever. 

Politics and 
people 

After last week’s column saying 
that I didn’t see anyone on the 
local political scene that was like¬ 
ly to unseat Mayor Willie Brown, 
the answering machine had five 
calls with messages insisting that 
Board President Tom Ammiano 
should run for the job. 

Instead of District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan poking fun at 
Katherine Feinstein’s decision 
not to run against him this year by 
suggesting she “wimped out,” 
Hallinan should be thanking his 
lucky stars she didn’t run; even 
Hallinan’s closest supporters were 
privately predicting she would 
have taken him out. 

Meanwhile, now that Ms. Fein- 
stein has decided against running 
against the controversial Hallinan, 
former D.A. Arlo Smith is re¬ 
portedly being urged to run for 
his old office. Smith is said to be 
“considering” it, but don’t bet the 
mortgage on it, (Those close to 
the former D.A. say he is more 
likely to run for supervisor in Dis¬ 
trict 7 against Amos Brown next 
year). Assistant D.A. Andy Clark 
is also a likely candidate in that 
district (West Portal/St. Francis 
Woods) in 2000. 

When former Oakland Mayor 
Elihu Harris wins his 16th As¬ 
sembly District runoff race next 
month, he will be the only black 
member of the state Legislature 
from Northern California. 

Big Bucks: Governor Gray 
Davis and his losing opponent, 
Republican Dan Lungren, spent 
a record $64.8 million on last 
year’s gubernatorial election, but 
the really serious money was 
spent on last November’s Prop. 5, 
which allows Indian tribes to run 
casinos on their reservations: the 
winning side spent a whopping 
$63.2 million and the opponents 
spent $25.4 million. That’s a 
record total of $88.6 million, eas¬ 
ily topping the state’s previous 
record for an initiative campaign, 
the 1988 insurance industry mea¬ 
sure that cost $55.9 million. 

Rumors have it that Hustler 
magazine publisher Larry Flynt 
has some pretty interesting dirt 
on at least one California con- 
gressperson who is reportedly still 
hiding in a closet. 

With the Republican self-de¬ 
molition derby (also known as the 
impeachment trial) about to end 
this week with the skirt-chasing 


president still safely entrenched in 
the White House, we can expect a 
contrite statement from William 
Jefferson Clinton immediately 
upon his ass-saving acquittal ei¬ 
ther today or tomorrow - but 
don’t expect to see a White House 
“victory” rally this time. By the 
way, the history-making president 
(only the second president ever to 
be impeached; hardly something 
to be proud of) will be in San 
Francisco February 25 for a Demo 
party fundraiser in a private 
home, although local Demo party 
officials were being very mum on 
the location, etc. 

The leader of the New York 
state Demo party now says pub¬ 
licly that there’s a “50-50” chance 
Hillary Rodham Clinton will 
run for the Senate next year from 
that state, and a recent poll in the 
Empire State had Hillary beating 
likely GOP nominee NYC Mayor 
Rudy Guiliani in a possible face- 
off. 

The U.S. Air Force agreed this 
week to allow a gay rights organi¬ 
zation to investigate the high rate 
of homosexual discharges at 
Lackland Air Force Base in San 
Antonio, which accounted for 
more than half of the Air Force’s 
gay/lesbian discharges last year; 
the decision came during the first 
meeting between Air Force offi¬ 
cials and leaders of the Service- 
members Legal Defense Network, 
which represents military person¬ 
nel discharged from the armed 
forces because they are gay or les¬ 
bian. Of the Air Force’s 414 ho¬ 
mosexual discharges last year, a 
record high number - 271 - were 
at Lackland. 

The current U. S. Congress has 
nine female members of the Sen¬ 
ate and House, while only three of 
the 50 states have women gover¬ 
nors; however, a recent Universi¬ 
ty of Chicago poll showed that 90 
percent of the American public is 
ready to vote for a qualified 
woman for president. The Project 
White House, a nonprofit non¬ 
partisan group that recently raised 
and spent $2 million to circulate 
eight million ballots and listed a 
bipartisan group of 20 prominent 
women as potential presidential 
candidates, is asking the public to 
select its top five picks for a 
woman president. California Sen¬ 
ator Dianne Feinstein was the 
only female member of Congress 
to be chosen among the top five 
(along with Hillary Clinton, Eliz¬ 
abeth Dole, New Jersey Governor 
Christine Todd Whitman, and 
U.S. Army General Claudia 
Kennedy) and the widely-pro¬ 
jected results can only increase the 
chances that likely Democrat 
nominee Al Gore will pick San 
Francisco’s own Feinstein as his 
running mate next year. Vice Pres¬ 
ident Dianne Feinstein? They 
don’t come any better as far as I’m 
concerned, but then this writer 
has always been an unabashed 
supporter of the woman. 

San Francisco state Senator 
John Burton was the state’s act¬ 
ing governor for three days last 
week while Governor Gray Davis 
and Lieutenant Governor Cruz 
Bustamante were in Mexico and 
his comment doesn’t quite make 
our “Quote of the Week” but the 
ever-talkative Burton quipped, 
“Think about it - the sun was 
shining, there were no floods, 
fires, or earthquakes, and taxes 
didn’t go up. I must be one hell of 
an acting governor.” ▼

Symphonie bathetique

Next week in gay history: New 
York City police raid the Ariston, 
a gay bathhouse, February 21, 
1903. 

athhouses were in existence 

9 as far back as ancient 
Greece and Rome and even 
then were sites of sexual encoun¬ 
ters between men. But bathhous¬ 
es specifically aimed at providing 
rendezvous space for gay men first 
appeared in the early decades of 
the 20th century. 

Cities like New York and San 
Francisco created municipal bath¬ 
houses as a public health measure 
in the late 19th century, because 
overcrowding and lack of indoor 
plumbing had aggravated the 
spread of disease in poor neigh¬ 
borhoods. Although these baths 
were also meeting places for work¬ 
ing-class homosexuals, the watch¬ 
ful eyes of the bathhouse person¬ 
nel made it difficult for men to 
have sexual encounters there. 

More conducive to sexual ac¬ 
tivity were private Turkish baths, 
which provided a higher level of 
safety and privacy for gay male sex 
than parks or tearooms. They were 
also places where men could make 
friends. Some baths were gay- 
friendly and welcomed “the pa¬ 
tronage of pansies” as long as the 
police didn’t become involved. 
Gay men might tip the staff to ig¬ 
nore their sexual goings-on. 
Sometimes, gay men would sim¬ 
ply meet at a bathhouse and 
arrange a later assignation. In 
these establishments, there was 
often a particular time of day, a 
certain day of the week, or a spe¬ 
cific room in the bathhouse that

was especially gay. At Coney Island 
in the 1930s, gay sexual activity 
occurred mostly in the steam 
room of one private bathhouse. 
An eyewitness recalled “an atmos¬ 
phere murky with steam.... If one 
stumbles over a pair in the act, one 
mutters a hasty apology and goes 
on quickly in another direction.” 

In addition to gay-friendly 
baths were those that specifically 
catered to gay men. These busi¬ 
nesses protected their gay cus¬ 
tomers by keeping out heterosexu¬ 
als who might make a scene if 
propositioned. One such es¬ 
tablishment was the Aris¬ 
ton, a bathhouse on West 
55th Street in New York, 
which, as early as 1902, had 
an almost exclusively gay clien¬ 
tele. For a dollar, a man 
was given a sheet, a 
dressing room, and a 
smorgasbord of ser¬ 
vices and activities. 

Despite the fact that there were pri¬ 
vate rooms with cots, the dark pub¬ 
lic “cooling room” was in fact a 
hotbed of gay sexual encounters. 

The police soon discovered 
that the Ariston was “the resort 
for persons for the purpose of 
sodomy.” On February 21, 1903, 
after several hours of undercover 
work to gather evidence, police 
officers conducted a raid, arrest¬ 
ing 26 men on charges of “degen¬ 
erate disorderly conduct.” One 
man who had been observed with 
nine sexual partners received a 
prison sentence of 20 years. 

Other popular gay baths in 
early 20th century New York in¬ 
cluded the Everard (nicknamed 
the “Ever Hard” and later a fa¬ 
vorite spot of Rock Hudson), 
which survived until a 1977 fire, 
and the Lafayette Baths, which gay 
artist Charles Demuth captured 
in a series of paintings made be¬ 
fore 1920. The Lafayette was raid¬ 
ed twice, once in 1916 and again 
in 1929, resulting in the arrest of 
several dozen patrons. One of 
those arrested recalled how bru¬ 
tally the police treated the patrons 
during the 1929 raid, kicking and 
striking them and pushing them 
into paddy wagons. 

During World War II in San 
Francisco, Turkish baths provided 
an important way for servicemen 
on leave in the city to meet and 
have sex, since bars were off limits 
to soldiers and sailors and hotel 


rooms were hard to come by. One 
ex-serviceman recalled that Jack’s 
Baths was “very, very busy. ... It 
was all gay. ... There was never 
any question about being careful 
making passes.” 

By 1950, almost all the bath¬ 
houses in New York and San Fran¬ 
cisco were gay. But the increase in 
the number and visibility of these 
gay bathhouses also led to a Mc- 
Carthy-era crackdown. The baths, 
along with other gay establish¬ 
ments like bars, became targets of 
police harassment. One San 
Francisco newspaper called 
the harassment a virtual 
“war on homosexuals.” Be¬ 
cause raids were so com¬ 
mon, bathhouse patrons 
often refrained from sign¬ 
ing in with their real 
names, for fear that 
police might turn the 
names in to the 
newspaper. 

Throughout the next two 
decades, gay bathhouses flour¬ 
ished. The Club Baths was a chain 
with a reputation for cleanliness 
and safety. Started in Cleveland in 
1965, it quickly became a nation¬ 
al network of 42 bathhouses with 
500,000 card-carrying members 
(still one of the largest gay orga¬ 
nizations in history). The Club 
Baths was known for its relaxing 
atmosphere, complete with foun¬ 
tains and palm trees. “I wanted 
more than rooms where men 
could fuck,” the owner said of his 
efforts to create a place where gay 
men could be themselves. 

With the coming of the AIDS 
epidemic, gay bathhouses were 
once again the focus of a crack¬ 
down. The baths were cited as 
public health hazards, despite the 
fact that many provided condoms 
and safer sex information to their 
patrons. The debate split the gay 
community, with some activists 
defending the bathhouses and 
others demanding they be closed. 
In 1985, New York Mayor Ed 
Koch, long considered a friend to 
the gay community, ordered the 
closing of the city’s bathhouses. 
Similar closings took place in 
other cities, despite vigorous lob¬ 
bying by many gay activists for 
their continued existence. T

of film. In the 1920s-1950s, gay 
men were often portrayed as sex¬ 
less sissies and wimps. Since there 
were no other representations of 
gay people in the movies, it creat¬ 
ed a lopsided image of our com¬ 
munity. Now, in the age of the 
computer and video game, where 
really the only sign of sexual ori¬ 
entation, when mentioned at all, 
is heterosexuality. So, it can be 
quite unnerving with the Deer 
Avenger being one of the few 
games containing any sign of a 
gay representation and the goal is 
to blow the character up. 

However, it must be said the 
goal, is to hunt down all charac¬ 
ters and the game pokes fun at all 
kinds of people - so, the charac¬ 
ter in question is not singled out.

I n a recent column, Ann Lan¬ 
ders seemed to retreat from 
her formerly positive advice 
on lesbian and gay issues. Pub¬ 
lished on January 24, the column 
responded to a woman planning 
her wedding who asked whether 
it is appropriate to have the name 
of her father’s partner of 19 years 
on her wedding invitation. 

Landers responded that he 
“will be very much in evidence 
at the festivities, so he should 
not feel that anyone is 
hiding him. To put his 
name on the wedding 
invitation as if he were 
a spouse would, in my 
opinion, be improper 
and invite a lot of crit¬ 
icism.” 

Unfortunately, 

Landers missed the 
point that the woman’s father 
does not have the freedom to 
marry his partner; one assumes 
that having spent 19 years togeth¬ 
er, they might well take advantage 
of the legal and financial rights 
granted by a civil marriage. Her 
comment that he’ll be present 
anyway somehow makes it seem 
that his presence alone is ac¬ 
knowledgment enough, and that 
putting him on the invitation 
might somehow be “flaunting” 
their relationship.

Gay youth at work 

On January 21, CBS This 
Morning told the story of a young 
gay man in Massachusetts, and re¬ 
vealed the results of a poll gaug¬ 
ing homophobia among 11th 
grade high school students. 

The story, entitled, “Gay Teen 
Teaches Tolerance,” told the story 
of Sam Hanser, a 16-year-old high 
school student in Newtown, 
Massachusetts. Hanser told of as¬ 
saults at the hands of his class¬ 
mates, saying among other things, 
“A lot of people called me faggot 
and spat on me and did a lot of 
annoying things.” But as Massa¬ 
chusetts was the first state to pass 
a law making harassment of les¬ 
bian and gay students a crime, 


Hanser has been empowered and 
taken on a role of leadership. He 
runs a hotline for lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender, and question¬ 
ing (LGBTQ) youth, and speaks 
publicly about LGBT youth issues. 

He closed by saying, “I think 
that seeing diversity starts the 
whole process of being comfort¬ 
able and acceptance of different 
people.” 

In addition, CBS released the 
findings of a poll done on ques¬ 
tions of tolerance for lesbians and 
gay men among 11th graders 
nationally. Among the find¬ 
ings: 

• a third of students 
knew of incidents of 
harassment of gay or 
lesbian students; 

• nearly a third of 
those polled have a 
family member or 
close friend who is gay 
or lesbian; 

• 28 percent of stu¬ 
dents polled said they have made 
anti-gay remarks themselves; 

• among those making anti-gay 
remarks, boys are more than twice 
as likely than girls to have done so; 

• those who report their par¬ 
ents make anti-gay remarks are 
more than twice as likely to do so 
themselves.

H ' ony Pasquale, store manager 
of Rolo at 450 Castro Street, 
doesn’t like shoplifters. He 
was furious after a customer who 
had been trying on a pair of $80 
tennis shoes bolted out of the 
store Wednesday, January 27, 
wearing the shoes. And when 
Pasquale saw the suspect the next 
day near the bus stop at the cor¬ 
ner of Noe and Market streets - 
wearing what he believed were the 
stolen shoes - he took action. 

Pasquale confronted the man 
and demanded he return the 
shoes.

Rolo is not the only Castro 
business to report bolting bandit¬ 
ry. The Watch Zone reported that 
on Monday, January 25 a man ap¬ 
proached the shop’s sales clerk 
and asked to try on an Omega 
wrist watch valued at over $3,000. 
The man pulled up his 
sleeve, wrapped the 
watch around his wrist, 
buckled it, looked at 
the clerk, said “thank 
you,” and ran out the 
door. 

An off-duty 
deputy sheriff on 
the sidewalk heard 
a shout of help 
from inside the 
store and darted 
after the running man. The sus¬ 
pect resisted the deputy sheriff 
but was successfully apprehended 
at the corner of Noe and Market 
streets and taken to Mission sta¬ 
tion of the San Francisco Police 
Department, where he was 
booked for robbery and resisting 
arrest. He was identified as Kalani 
Perretta who, according to the po¬ 
lice, has a long history of theft and 
robbery. 

Money (dis)order, part IV 

The owner of The Little Arc 
pet grooming service located at 
748 14th Street near Church and 
Market streets has reported an in¬ 
cident of counterfeiting that oc¬ 
curred Friday, January 29. 

Barbara Wood said that a man 
entered her store, selected a small 
value in pet grooming supplies, 
and handed a $100 money order 
to one of her employees to pay for 
the goods. The employee accept¬ 
ed the check and gave the man 
change of around $80. The man 
pocketed the change and left the 
store. 

After submitting the money 
order for cashing at her bank, a 
bank administrator called Wood 
to inform her that the money 
order had been altered and had an 
actual value of $1. The bank ad¬ 
ministrator said that Wood s busi¬ 
ness account would be credited 
for the actual amount of the 
check and that she should call the 
police. Wood called 911 and the 
police came to her shop and wrote 


up a fraud report. 

The incident is one of several 
acts of counterfeiting that have 
occurred in the Castro over the 
past three months. Area mer¬ 
chants have reported phony and 
altered money orders in each in¬ 
cident, with the exception of one 
case at the Castro’s Wild Card 
where a fake international travel¬ 
er’s check was used to buy mer¬ 
chandise. 

Merchants are encouraged to 
call the San Francisco Patrol Spe¬ 
cial Police at (415) 518-5519, or 
emergency 911 to report in¬ 
cidents of attempted or 
suspected counterfeit¬ 
ing. 

Castro hair spray 
offense 

Police in the 
Castro arrested a 
suspect on his 
birthday, Saturday, 
February 6, for an 
attack with a caus¬ 
tic substance: hair spray. 

The owner of Lupann’s restau¬ 
rant, located at 4072 18th Street in 
the Castro, reported that a man 
was standing outside the restau¬ 
rant throwing bottles and garbage 
onto the sidewalk and into the 
street. When the owner went out¬ 
side to confront the vandal, the 
man pushed him and sprayed him 
in the face with a can of hair spray. 

The assailant took off and 
headed toward Castro Street and 
the owner followed him into the 
Walgreens store at the corner of 
18th and Castro. He alerted sever¬ 
al Walgreens employees, who 
called the San Francisco Patrol 
Special Police. The man was later 
apprehended outside Daddy’s bar 
on Castro Street. 

The suspect was arrested for 
assault with a caustic chemical. As 
police identified the suspect, they 
discovered that it was his birthday. 
The owner of Lupann’s reported 
no serious injuries. 

Attack on Polk and Post 

San Francisco police report a 
more serious assault at the inter¬ 
section of Polk and Post streets 
Tuesday, February 2. Authorities 
say four assailants attacked a man 
at 2 a.m. and took the contents of 
the victim’s wallet after beating 
him unconscious. An ambulance 
was called, and the victim was 
transported to San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. According to police, 
the suspects are known, and are 
being sought by officers. ▼

In patients with breast cancer, anabolic steroid therapy 
may cause hypercalcemia by stimulating osteolysis. Oxan¬ 
drolone therapy should be discontinued if hypercalcemia 
occurs. 

Edema with or without congestive heart failure may be 
a serious complication in patients with pre-existing 
cardiac, renal, or hepatic disease. Concomitant adminis¬ 
tration of adrenal cortical steroid or ACTH may increase 
the edema. 

In children, androgen therapy may accelerate bone mat¬ 
uration without producing compensatory gain in linear 
growth. This adverse effect results in compromised adult 
height. The younger the child, the greater the risk of com¬ 
promising final mature height. The effect on bone matu¬ 
ration should be monitored by assessing bone age of the 
left wrist and hand every 6 months (See PRECAUTIONS: 
Laboratory tests). 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic ste¬ 
roids may be at an increased risk for the development of 
prostatic hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma.

PRECAUTIONS 

General: 

Women should be observed for signs of virilization (deep¬ 
ening of the voice, hirsutism, acne, clitoromegaly). Dis¬ 
continuation of drug therapy at the time of evidence of 
mild virilism is necessary to prevent irreversible viriliza¬ 
tion. Some virilizing changes in women are irreversible 
even after prompt discontinuance of therapy and are not 
prevented by concomitant use of estrogens. Menstrual 
irregularities may also occur. 

Anabolic steroids may cause suppression of clotting fac¬ 
tors II, V, VII, and X, and an increase in prothrombin time. 
Information for patients: 

The physician should instruct patients to report any of the 
following side effects of androgens: 

Males: Too frequent or persistent erections of the penis, 
appearance or aggravation of acne. 

Females: Hoarseness, acne, changes in menstrual peri¬ 
ods, or more facial hair. 

All patients: Nausea, vomiting, changes in skin color, or 
ankle swelling. 

Laboratory tests: 

Women with disseminated breast carcinoma should have 
frequent determination of urine and serum calcium levels 
during the course of therapy (See WARNINGS). 

Because of the hepatotoxicity associated with the use of 
17-alpha-alkylated androgens, liver function tests should 
be obtained periodically. 

Periodic (every 6 months) x-ray examinations of bone 
age should be made during treatment of children to deter¬ 
mine the rate of bone maturation and the effects of andro¬ 
gen therapy on the epiphyseal centers. 

Serum lipids and high-density lipoprotein cholesterol 
determinations should be done periodically as androgenic 
anabolic steroids have been reported to increase low- 
density lipoproteins. Serum cholesterol levels may 
increase during therapy. Therefore, caution is required 
when administering these agents to patients with a history 
of myocardial infarction or coronary artery disease. Serial 
determinations of serum cholesterol should be made and 
therapy adjusted accordingly. 

Hemoglobin and hematocrit should be checked periodi¬ 
cally for polycythemia in patients who are receiving high 
doses of anabolic steroids. 

Drug interactions 
Anticoagulants: 

Anabolic steroids may increase sensitivity to oral anti¬ 
coagulants. Dosage of the anticoagulant may have to be 
decreased in order to maintain desired prothrombin time. 
Patients receiving oral anticoagulant therapy require close 
monitoring, especially when anabolic steroids are started 
or stopped. 

Oral hypoglycemic agents: 

Oxandrolone may inhibit the metabolism of oral hypogly¬ 
cemic agents. 

Adrenal steroids or ACTH: 

In patients with edema, concomitant administration with 
adrenal cortical steroids or ACTH may increase the edema. 

Drug/Laboratory test interactions: 

Anabolic steroids may decrease levels of thyroxine¬ 
binding globulin, resulting in decreased total T 4 serum 
levels and increased resin uptake of T 3 and T 4 . Free 
thyroid hormone levels remain unchanged. In addition, a 
decrease in PBI and radioactive iodine uptake may occur. 
Carcinogenesis, mutagenesis, impairment of fertility 
Animal data: 

Oxandrolone has not been tested in laboratory animals for 
carcinogenic or mutagenic effects. In 2-year chronic oral rat 
studies, a dose-related reduction of spermatogenesis and 
decreased organ weights (testes, prostate, seminal vesi¬ 
cles, ovaries, uterus, adrenals, and pituitary) were shown. 
Human data: 

Liver cell tumors have been reported in patients receiving 
long-term therapy with androgenic anabolic steroids in 
high doses (See WARNINGS). Withdrawal of the drugs 
did not lead to regression of the tumors in all cases. 


Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic ste¬ 
roids may be at an increased risk for the development of 
prostatic hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

Pregnancy: 

Teratogenic effects—Pregnancy Category X (See CONTRA¬ 
INDICATIONS). 

Nursing mothers: 

It is not known whether anabolic steroids are excreted in 
human milk. Because of the potential of serious adverse 
reactions in nursing infants from oxandrolone, a decision 
should be made whether to discontinue nursing or to dis¬ 
continue the drug, taking into account the importance of 
the drug to the mother. 

Pediatric use: 

Anabolic agents may accelerate epiphyseal maturation 
more rapidly than linear growth in children and the effect 
may continue for 6 months after the drug has been 
stopped. Therefore, therapy should be monitored by x-ray 
studies at 6-month intervals in order to avoid the risk of 
compromising adult height. Androgenic anabolic steroid 
therapy should be used very cautiously in children and 
only by specialists who are aware of the effects on bone 
maturation (See WARNINGS). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The following adverse reactions have been associated with 
use of anabolic steroids: 

Hepatic: Cholestatic jaundice with, rarely, hepatic necrosis 
and death. Hepatocellular neoplasms and peliosis hepatis 
with long-term therapy (See WARNINGS). Reversible 
changes in liver function tests also occur including 
increased bromsulfophthalein (BSP) retention, and 
increases in serum bilirubin, aspartate aminotransferase 
(AST, SGOT) and alkaline phosphatase. 

In males: 

Prepubertal: Phallic enlargement and increased fre¬ 
quency or persistence of erections. 

Postpubertal: Inhibition of testicular function, testicular 
atrophy and oligospermia, impotence, chronic priapism, 
epididymitis, and bladder irritability. 

In females: 

Clitoral enlargement, menstrual irregularities. 

CNS: Habituation, excitation, jnsomnia, depression, and 
changes in libido. 

Hematologic: Bleeding in patients on concomitant anti¬ 
coagulant therapy. 

Breast: Gynecomastia. 

Larynx: Deepening of the voice in females. 

Hair: Hirsutism and male pattern baldness in females. 
Skin: Acne (especially in females and prepubertal males). 
Skeletal: Premature closure of epiphyses in children (See 
PRECAUTIONS. Pediatric use). 

Fluid and electrolytes: Edema, retention of serum elec¬ 
trolytes (sodium chloride, potassium, phosphate, calcium). 
Metabolic/Endocrine: Decreased glucose tolerance (See 
PRECAUTIONS: Laboratory tests), increased creatinine 
excretion, increased serum levels of creatinine phospho- 
kinase (CPK). Masculinization of the fetus. Inhibition of 
gonadotropin secretion. 

OVERDOSAGE 

No symptoms or signs associated with overdosage have 
been reported. It is possible that sodium and water reten¬ 
tion may occur. 

The oral LD 50 of oxandrolone in mice and dogs is greater 
than 5,000 mg/kg. No specific antidote is known, but 
gastric lavage may be used. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Therapy with anabolic steroids is adjunctive to and not a 
replacement for conventional therapy. The duration of 
therapy with Oxandrin (oxandrolone) will depend on the 
response of the patient and the possible appearance of 
adverse reactions. Therapy should be intermittent. 

Adults: The usual adult dosage of Oxandrin is one 2.5-mg 
tablet 2 to 4 times daily. However, the response of indi¬ 
viduals to anabolic steroids varies, and a daily dosage of 
as little as 2.5 mg or as much as 20 mg may be required 
to achieve the desired response. A course of therapy of 2 
to 4 weeks is usually adequate. This may be repeated 
intermittently as indicated. 

Children: For children the total daily dosage of Oxandrin 
is <0.1 mg per kilogram body weight or <0.045 mg per 
pound of body weight. This may be repeated intermittently 
as indicated.

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Reggie Williams dies at 47

H ongtime AIDS activist Reggie 
Williams died at an Amster- 
.., dam hospital of AIDS-relat- 
ed complications Sunday, Febru¬ 
ary 7. He was 47. His domestic 
partner, Wolfgang Schreiber, said 
Williams died peacefully. 

Williams’s death was mourned 
by staff at the Yours in the Strug¬ 
gle Project, which Williams co¬ 
founded with city resident A1 
Cunningham. 

“It’s a great reminder of the 
scarcity of the real best quality of 
leadership out here. He could lead 
and not lose sight of his con¬ 
stituency,” Cunningham told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Private memorials are planned 
in Amsterdam and Williams’s 
birthplace of Cincinnati; a San 
Francisco celebration of his life 
will be announced. Cunningham 
said the celebration would proba¬ 
bly take place in late April, around 
the time of Williams’s birthday. 

Williams, an international 
HIV/AIDS and human rights ac¬ 
tivist, is best known as the founding 
executive director of the now-de¬ 
funct National Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention (NTFAP), the first feder¬ 
ally funded AIDS service organiza¬ 
tion that focused on African-Amer¬ 
ican men who have sex with men. 

The demise of NTFAP last 
year, largely due to the misman¬ 
agement of those to whom he had 
entrusted it upon his retirement 
in 1994, was a bitter disappoint¬ 
ment to him, from which he never 
fully recovered. 

Because American law prohib¬ 
ited the immigration of his HIV¬ 
positive partner to the U.S., 
Williams moved to Amsterdam in 
1994, where his relationship with 
Schreiber entitled him to the ben¬ 
efits of Dutch citizenship. In 1995, 


he and former NTFAP media co¬ 
ordinator Cunningham formed 
the Yours in the Struggle Project 
to document and disseminate the 
largely overlooked story of the in¬ 
volvement of lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender (LGBT) AIDS 
activists of African descent in the 
fight against the pandemic. In 
Amsterdam, Williams’s activism 
continued through Amnesty In¬ 
ternational and a local gay men of 
color organization, Strange Fruit. 

Two programs, the interactive 
drama Don't Go There! and a 
“Yours in the Struggle” documen¬ 
tary website, have recently re¬ 
ceived significant funding sup¬ 
port, Cunningham added. 

Williams lived in Los Angeles, 
before arriving in San Francisco in 
the early 1980s, but was proud of 
his roots in the Washington Ter¬ 
race public housing in Cincinnati, 
where his mother supported nine 
children by working as a domestic 
worker. He was second-oldest. 

After graduation from high 
school in 1969, he enrolled at 
what is now University of Cincin¬ 
nati Medical Center to train to be¬ 
come a hospital radiology techni¬ 
cian. It was as an X-ray technician 
and supervisor at the University 
of California San Francisco’s Mof- 
fitt Hospital that he began serving 
men critically ill with what was 
eventually called AIDS. 

Responding to an array of is¬ 
sues marginalizing HIV/AIDS pre¬ 
vention and education for African- 
American and other men of color, 
Williams called a meeting to take 
action, leading to the creation of 
the AIDS Task Force of the San 
Francisco chapter of Black and 
White Men Together. NTFAP was 
born with Williams at the helm 
when the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention issued a 
request for proposals in 1988 for 
national prevention and education

programs to respond to the grow¬ 
ing epidemic, and the National As¬ 
sociation of Black and White Men 
Together, with 27 chapters across 
the country, responded. 

NTFAP’s early years included 
the first national HIV prevention 
and education training meetings 
of ethnically diverse gay men; the 
first national knowledge, atti¬ 
tudes, beliefs and behaviors sur¬ 
vey of more than 900 African- 
American men who had sex with 
men; and the development and 
dissemination of “Hot, Horny and 
Healthy,” the first African-Ameri¬ 
can-specific HIV/AIDS safer sex 
“playshop.” Within a few years of 
NTFAP’s establishment, Williams 
was invited to address national 
conferences of the Urban League 
and the Southern Christian Lead¬ 
ership Conference, and to testify 
at the first hearings on HIV/AIDS 
in the African-American commu¬ 
nity sponsored by the Congres¬ 
sional Black Caucus in 1991. 

As an expatriate in Amster¬ 
dam, Williams learned Dutch and 
quickly became immersed in an 
ethnic and cultural community 
made up largely of brown- 
skinned people from Surinam, a 
former Dutch colony in northeast 
South America, and others who 
self-identified as people of color. 


He became an important catalyst 
within the developing conscious¬ 
ness of members of Strange Fruit, 
introducing the works of gay 
African-Americans, including 
writer Essex Hemphill and film¬ 
maker Marlon Riggs, friends of 
his who died of AIDS. Williams 
was the last survivor of a group of 
five men profiled by Riggs in No 
Regret (Non, Je Ne Regrette Rien), 
a 1992 documentary about HIV¬ 
positive gay African-Americans. 

In an effort to escape the harsh 
Dutch winter, Williams and 
Schreiber spent last December in 
California for the Christmas holi¬ 
days. Frail and often requiring a 
wheelchair, Williams visited with 
friends and family in the Bay Area 
before continuing to Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia in early 1999. Growing 
steadily weaker, he was hospitalized 
for several days in Encinitas, Cali¬ 
fornia and only released in order to 
make his scheduled return to Hol¬ 
land. Within days of his arrival in 
Amsterdam in mid-January, he was 
hospitalized for the last time. 

“We have lost another warrior- 
prince in the struggle, a “brister,” a 
mentor, a leader, a friend,” said 
Cunningham. “But the struggle 
against ignorance, fear, and denial 
continues, so the Yours in the 
Struggle Project must go on as well. 
Everyone who was touched by this 
beautiful spirit should honor that 
blessing by advancing his work.” 

In addition to his partner, 
Williams is survived by four sisters 
and three brothers, including Con¬ 
nie Rudolph, Phyllis, Aaron, 
Dwight, and Michael Williams, of 
Cincinnati; Denise Williams of 
Landover, Maryland; Vanessa 
Williams, of Encinitas; and numer¬ 
ous nieces, nephews, and cousins.

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Oral sex can transmit 
KS virus, doc says

A doctor from the University 
of Amsterdam, speaking at 
the sixth Conference on 
Retroviruses and Opportunistic 
Infections in Chicago last week, 
offered the first evidence of oral- 
genital transmission of HHV-8, 
the virus linked to Kaposi’s Sarco¬ 
ma (KS). 

Dr. Jan Goudsmit looked at 
the blood of cohorts of approxi¬ 
mately 2,500 gay men and injec¬ 
tion drug users, collected and 
stored from 1984 to 1996. Once 


he located their times of HIV se¬ 
roconversion, Goudsmit tested 
the blood samples for HHV-8, at 
both three months before and 
after HIV seroconversion. 

He found gay men had a much 
higher rate of coinfection with 
HIV and HHV-8 than did injec¬ 
tion drug users, a Finding that 
mirrors the pattern of KS occur¬ 
rence in the United States prior to 
the introduction of potent com¬ 
bination therapies. 

He then compared the sero- 
prevalences with sexual practices 
as recorded on surveys at the time 
the blood was drawn. “We saw'a 


decline in unprotected anal sex, 
and we can see where it had no 
impact on the incidence of HHV- 
8,” he said. Although the preva¬ 
lence of HIV did decline, the 
HHV-8 rate “is very stable.” 

No anal linkage 

According to Goudsmit, “HHV- 
8 seroconversion was associated 
with HIV infection and with the 
number of partners with whom 
oral sex was practiced, but not with 
anal intercourse or anal-oral sex. 

‘These results are compatible 
with the unchanged frequency of 
unprotected oral sex in the study 


period,” he added. 

Goudsmit believes that prima¬ 
ry infection of HHV-8 is in the 
respiratory tract of humans, and 
that it later migrates to other sites. 
Genetically similar infections are 
seen in the same location in mice, 
horses, and monkeys. 

He also found that “the average 
time [to disease] depends upon 
which infection you get first. It’s 
about three to four years when 
you have HIV first and HHV-8 
next. It’s five to 10 years” when the 
order of infection is reversed. 

“One remarkable effect we 
don’t understand” is that a person’s 


chance of getting Kaposi’s is “en¬ 
hanced” in an HIV-positive envi¬ 
ronment, he said. “It might be that 
it is not only easier to get it but also 
the level of replication might be 
higher and you get Kaposi’s faster.” 

A Seattle study found that 16 
percent of HIV negative men who 
had sex with men tested positive 
for HHV-8 antibodies. The study 
followed 578 subjects for 12 
months. During that time 4 per¬ 
cent seroconverted to HHV-8. 
The likelihood of infection was 
associated with “higher numbers 
of sexual partners, amyl nitrate 
use, and prior STDs.” 

The seroprevalence of HHV-8 
in HIV-positive men is even high¬ 
er. Thus there is ample opportu¬ 
nity for a sexually active man to 
be exposed to HHV-8. 

Did they swallow? 

San Francisco oncologist Dr. 
Donald Abrams is taking the re¬ 
port with a grain of salt. “It’s the 
whole President Clinton thing: 
‘What is sex?”’ he asked. “I’d be 
curious to know if they were just 
sucking or was there ejaculation 
and swallowing? I don’t know 
how to interpret it.” 

HHV-8 has been detected in 
saliva. Can it be transmitted 
through kissing? And if so, how 
likely is that? Definitive answers 
probably never will be known, 
largely because of the difficulty of 
conducting such a study. 

Most observers theorize that 
the low level of HHV-8 in saliva 
and the anti-viral properties of 
saliva make it very unlikely an in¬ 
fection could be passed through 
kissing. T

above 200, which is sustained for 
at least three months, are able to 
discontinue prophylaxis medica¬ 
tions for opportunistic infections. 
However, there may be individual 
exceptions due to delayed or in¬ 
sufficient reconstitution of sub¬ 
sets of disease specific CD4 cells. 

“Not having to do CMV main¬ 
tenance therapy every day, if you 
succeed on HAART, is great 
news,” said New York City AIDS 
advocate Gary Rose. “It dramati¬ 
cally improves the quality of life.” 

Franco and the monkeys 

Last year Dr. Franco Lori made 
a splash presenting data on a very 
small number of patients using 
the drug hydroxyurea. This year 
the researcher, who splits time be¬ 
tween Georgetown University and 
Italy, proposed a more elaborate 
theory, that intermittent therapy 
increases the time to viral re¬ 
bound. 

He recounted the story of the 
“Berlin Patient,” a renowned case 
study where the infection was de¬ 
tected soon after exposure. The 
patient went on therapy and his 
viral load became undetectable. 
Then, for medical reasons, he 
stopped therapy and, not unex¬ 
pectedly, his viral load rebound¬ 
ed. 

He went on therapy again and 
his viral load again became unde¬ 
tectable. Later, he again stopped 
taking the drugs. But his viral load 
did not rebound and it remains 
undetectable some two years later. 
There has been a consistent in¬ 
crease in his naive CD4 and CD8 


cells back to the normal range. 

Lori said that replication com¬ 
petent HIV can be detected in the 
lymph nodes and other reservoirs 
of the Berlin Patient. He conclud¬ 
ed, “control of HIV in this patient 
is asspciated with vigorous HIV- 
specific CTL [cell-mediated im¬ 
mune] response.” 

But what led to this result? Lori 
identified three key elements: 
early treatment, a drug regimen 
containing hydroxyurea, and in¬ 
termittent treatment. 

“The hypothesis is, if the viral 
load that drives immune response 
is too low, there is no response,” 
he said. “The opposite, if the viral 
load is too high, the immune sys¬ 
tem gets exhausted. And there is 
an intermediate stage where the 
immune response is vigorous.” 

The irony is that HAART may 
do too good of a job in control¬ 
ling active infection. The immune 
system is left with insufficient 
virus to stimulate a response, and 
it drops its guard. 

Lori tested the theory in paral¬ 
lel studies in three humans and 
three macaque monkeys. The hu¬ 
mans were all within a year of se¬ 
roconversion. They were treated 
with a HAART regimen contain¬ 
ing hydroxyurea on the following 
schedule: three weeks of therapy, 
a week of drug holiday, then two 
cycles of three months of therapy 
each followed by a drug holiday 
until viral load rebounded to 
5,000 copies, at which point ther¬ 
apy was resumed. 

Lori found that the period in 
which the virus remained unde¬ 
tectable [below 400 copies] be¬ 
came longer with each cycle, 
“from seven days, to 14 days 
[range 11-19], and then to 37 days 


[range 27-48].” He told the audi¬ 
ence, “When we measure the pro¬ 
gression of this rebound, it 
sounds to me like close exponen¬ 
tial growth of timed rebound after 
each treatment interruption.” 

The monkey study used a 
simian virus (SIV), which paral¬ 
lels HIV in that species, and a 
HAART regimen containing hy¬ 
droxyurea. It found that the re¬ 
bound in viral load at each inter¬ 
ruption of therapy was substan¬ 
tially lower than the previous re¬ 
bound. 

Lori graphed out the viral load 
over time of the “Berlin Patient” 
and the three monkeys and placed 
them on the same slide. They were 
uncannily similar. They lent stun¬ 
ning visual support for his con¬ 
clusion, “Serial treatment inter¬ 
ruptions may prolong the time to 
viral rebound in humans and in¬ 
duce the control of virus replica¬ 
tion in the absence of therapy in 
monkeys.” 

At first glance, Lori’s theory - 
that therapy must be stopped in 
order for the patient to get better 
- appears to be counter-intuitive. 
But a number of standard child¬ 
hood vaccinations adhere to the 
same principle, that the immune 
system needs more than one ex¬ 
posure to a pathogen in order to 
develop an effective response. 
Thus there are two-stage vaccina¬ 
tion programs, as is the case with 
polio vaccine, or periodic “boost¬ 
er” shots of tetanus. 

Lori cautioned that this may 
work only “in some circum¬ 
stances. ... Randomized con¬ 
trolled studies need to be done in 
order to determine the relative 
contribution of each of the key 
factors.” ▼

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock,every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with sisim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Do es CRIX IVA N cure HIV or A I DS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of'getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN re duce the risk of passi ng HIV to oth ers? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not take CRLXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys.

What a r e the possible side e ff ects of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to.lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions.

though some wonder what that 
will accomplish. 

Katz said city officials and 
others, such as the Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Informa¬ 
tion Center (LYRIC), which 
would make all referrals to the 
shelter, have identified “30 or 
more homeless youth who live in 
or near the Castro and utilize ser¬ 
vices” that both EVRC and 
LYRIC offer at the recreation 
center. These programs generally 
end around 10 p.m.; proposed 
hours of operation at the shelter 
would be from 10:30 p.m. until 7 
a.m., when youth would get 
packaged cold breakfasts as they 
headed out of the shelter. 

Public hearing 
next Thursday 

Where the youth would go 
after 7 a.m. was one of the major 
concerns voiced at the meeting. 
MUMC President Patrick Batt, 
who held the meeting together 
despite tension evident in the 
room at times, said that’s one of 
the merchants’ biggest issues. 
While MUMC has yet to take an 
official position on the shelter 
plan, Batt said that as a person 
who works in the Castro, he 
wonders where the youth will go 
in the mornings. 

“I got the sense that the right 
hand didn’t know what the left 
hand was doing,” Batt told the 
Bay Area Reporter , referring to 
numerous city department rep¬ 
resentatives who were on hand. 
MUMC has urged city officials to 
hold at least one more commu¬ 
nity meeting before proceeding 
with the proposal. 

Tommi Avicolli Mecca attend¬ 
ed last week’s meeting and said 
he was surprised by the number 
of parents who showed up 
adamantly opposed to the shel¬ 
ter. He and several others at the 
meeting were also disappointed 
that Katz - indeed, all the super¬ 
visors - left before the meeting 
was finished, leaving aides to 
scramble in an attempt to figure 
out what to do next. 


On Wednesday, February 10, 
Katz’s office announced a public 
hearing would be held Thursday, 
February 18 at 1 p.m. in the sec¬ 
ond floor committee room at 
City Hall. The hearing is just be¬ 
fore a Recreation and Park Com¬ 
mission meeting and is the more 
appropriate forum for comments 
about the shelter plan. 

“I wasn’t surprised, people 
learned about it at the last 
minute,” Avicolli Mecca told the 
B.A.R. 

MUMC member Barry Her- 
manson echoed Avicolli Mecca’s 
statements that the city needs a 
long range plan for the homeless 
issue. “We’re spending an enor¬ 
mous amount of money on 
emergency services,” Hermanson 
told the B.A.R. He was one of sev¬ 
eral speakers who questioned the 
“not-in-my-backyard” attitude of 
some opponents of the shelter. 

At times, people in the room 
grew mean, with one person 
muttering, “They haven’t awaken 
from their heroin stupors,” when 
someone else asked where were 
the homeless queer youth the 
shelter was supposed to serve. 
After Rattboy, a homeless youth, 
addressed the crowd, someone 
yelled out, “Get a job!” 

“Why don’t you give me a 
job,” Rattboy said. 

Domer, another homeless 
youth who said he came to San 
Francisco from Florida, said, 
“I’ve gotten sick three times be¬ 
cause I don’t want to get my ass 
kicked at a shelter.” 

One woman questioned 
Katz’s statement that the tempo¬ 
rary shelter would not be a mag¬ 
net. While saying she’s sympa¬ 
thetic to the homeless, the 
woman said there’s “no guaran¬ 
tee” the youth would be “nice 
young men,” like the two who 
spoke at the meeting. 

Many lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) youth 
fear anti-gay attacks or verbal 
abuse if they stay at shelters in the 
city that primarily serve hetero¬ 
sexuals. Katz pointed out the one 
youth shelter in the city only 
serves youth up to age 18; the 
temporary shelter at EVRC would 
serve youth between the ages of 


Eureka Valley Rec Center 
gets $ 625 l< funding boost

I t’s not exactly a gusher, but compared to what had come before, 
it’s a giant spurt. A sizable load of money is now flowing through 
the city’s bureaucratic pipeline to begin renovating and expand¬ 
ing the popular ~ but run-down and overly crowded - Eureka Val¬ 
ley Recreation Center (EVRC) in the heart of the Castro District. 

What had long been a mere trickle of funding for the renova¬ 
tion project became a near flood Tuesday night, February 9, as 
members of the Open Space Committee of the city’s Recreation 
and Parks Commission voted to allocate $625,000 for the project. 
Although that is still far short of the $2 million total needed to get 
the work underway, it represents a substantial increase over previ¬ 
ous funding. Until now, the project had banked only $450,000, so 
Tuesday’s action more than doubled the prospects of getting the 
job done sooner than later. 

Kevin Fox, a member of the Open Space Committee who is ac¬ 
tive in the Harvey Milk Democratic Club, had urged the allocation 
of $725,000, but was satisfied with Tuesday’s vote: “Our hope is we 
can get additional funding through other sourceshe said.“Possi¬ 
bly even the state.” ▼

18 and 23. The planned perma¬ 
nent youth shelter would also 
serve that age range. A request for 
proposal (RFP) that went out for 
the permanent youth shelter 
states it is for 30 beds. 

Two staff would supervise the 
young people at EVRC. Recre¬ 
ation and Park Department jani¬ 
torial staff would be responsible 
for cleaning the auditorium, as 
well as stacking cots and blankets 
outside in the back of the audito¬ 
rium under an existing overhang. 

Another frequent complaint 
concerned the lack of working 
showers at EVRC, since the 
showers were dismantled 19 
years ago. According to Katz’s of¬ 
fice, the city could get a portable 
shower for the site. Ammiano 
suggested working with Mission 
High School to use its shower fa¬ 
cilities. 

There were also concerns ex¬ 
pressed about EVRC already 
being overused; numerous pro¬ 
grams take place constantly, and 
it’s used by children at the Har¬ 
vey Milk Civil Rights Academy 
and Live Oak elementary 
schools. Seniors who attended 
the meeting were concerned their 
programs might be affected. Katz 
said the youth would be gone by 
7 a.m. and no EVRC programs 
would be affected, because none 
start before 8 a.m. 

Before Katz left the meeting, 
she heard from a man who point¬ 
ed out these supervisors were the 
same ones who recently voted to 
roust the homeless out of Civic 
Center, United Nations, and Hal- 
lidie plazas. “This is the same 
group that just kicked them out 
of Civic Center,” the man said. 

“Why don’t you open your of¬ 
fices at night from 10:30 p.m. to 7 
a.m. and put 20 cots in there?” ▼ 
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It involves making good decisions about 
stress, health and living with HIV 
in a changing environment.

" he board of directors at 
Continuum, which provides 
m HIV day services in the city, 
has announced the appointment 
of former Department of Public 
Health (DPH) AIDS Office staff 
member Marcy Fraser as the 
agency’s new executive director. 

Fraser started her job Monday, 
February 1 at the Tenderloin- 
based organization; she succeeds 
William D. Glenn, who resigned 
in late December after leading 
Continuum for nearly six years.

States. She subsequently served as a 
patient care supervisor for Visiting 
Nurses and Hospice of San Fran¬ 
cisco as HIV program manager for 
Critical Care America, and as man¬ 
ager of corporate clinical programs 
for the Apria Health Care Group. 

Fraser’s other community in¬ 
volvement has been serving on 
local planning bodies. She was ap¬ 
pointed by former mayors Art 
Agnos and Frank Jordan, as well 
as current Mayor Willie Brown, to 
various boards. Fraser served on 
the HIV Health Services Planning 
Council (formerly the Ryan White 
CARE Council) for five years, and 
used her diplomatic and persua¬ 
sive skills during her term as chair. 
She has served on the Mayor’s 
Medical Task Force and was on 
the steering committee for the 
Mayor’s Summit on HIV/AIDS 
that was held last January. 

At that conference, Fraser was 
one of several proponents of hav¬ 
ing “action point centers,” or 
strategically located telephone 
and drop-in centers designed to 
support client adherence, lifestyle, 
and readiness. The centers, initial¬ 
ly planned for the Tenderloin, 
would provide services to people 
having problems with adherence 
to combination therapy and who 
are currently homeless and mar¬ 
ginally housed. Fraser said those 
centers are in the planning stages 
and she is still involved with the 
process, along with DPH staff 
members and medical officials.

Francisco during the 1980s, coor¬ 
dinating the HIV program at Jew¬ 
ish Family and Children’s Ser¬ 
vices. Rose was one of the 
founders of the AIDS National In¬ 
terfaith Network and in recent 
years has spoken and written pub¬ 
licly about the psychological is¬ 
sues faced by people living long 
term with HIV. Rose also served 
for four years on the East Bay’s 
HIV Health Services Planning 
Council. 

“I’ve been more involved with 
the direct services side; I come 
from a community health clinic,”

Attorney General 
Bill Lockyer convenes 
first medical 
marijuana task force 

by Liz Highleyman 


N ewly-elected Attorney General Bill Lockyer convened the first 
meeting of a task force charged with devising a way to imple¬ 
ment the state’s medical marijuana law last Tuesday, February 2. 
Thirty-five law enforcement officials politicians, health au¬ 
thorities, and medical marijuana advocates were invited to the Jus¬ 
tice Department’s office in Sacramento to participate in the meet¬ 
ing. The task force will convene again in a month. 

Prior to assuming office on January 4, Lockyer released a list of 
12 law enforcement priorities, which included studying ways to im¬ 
plement Proposition 215, the medical marijuana initiative that Cal¬ 
ifornia voters passed in November 1996. Former Attorney Gener¬ 
al Dan Lungren opposed the measure, and aggressively worked to 
close the state’s medicinal cannabis buyers clubs until he left office. 

According to a spokesperson for Lockyer, the new attorney gen¬ 
eral wants “to get sick people the medicine they need and still work 
within the confines of the current law” - or to recommend ways to 
change the law if necessary. 

The task force is headed by Santa Clara County District Attor¬ 
ney George Kennedy and state Senator John Vasconcellos (D-San 
Jose), who last year initiated a legislative measure to allow the sci¬ 
entific study of medicinal cannabis. ▼ 


Court rules against 
post-arrest pot approval

A state appeals court has 
ruled that in order to be 
protected under Proposi¬ 
tion 215, the California medical 
marijuana initiative, a person 
must have received approval from 
a physician before a marijuana-re¬ 
lated arrest, rather than after the 
arrest. 

The ruling was the outcome of 
People vs. Rigo , a case in which a 
patient with gastritis, an inflam¬ 
mation of the stomach, was ar¬ 
rested for cultivating marijuana, 
which he claimed was for medici¬ 
nal use. Many people use - and a 
number of doctors are willing to 
recommend - medicinal cannabis 
for conditions such as nausea, 
lack of appetite leading to wast¬ 
ing, and glaucoma. 

In the Rigo case, the patient re¬ 
ceived a physician’s recommenda¬ 
tion to use marijuana for medici¬ 


nal purposes three months after 
his arrest. The appeals court ruled 
that the patient was not covered 
under Proposition 215 because he 
had not attempted to obtain a 
doctor’s recommendation prior 
to the arrest. 

In the words of the three-judge 
panel deciding the case, the de¬ 
fendant “did not seek medical ap¬ 
proval until the consequences of 
the justice system gave him impe¬ 
tus to do so.” The court noted that 
Proposition 215 was worded to 
protect patients who used medical 
marijuana with a physician’s rec¬ 
ommendation or approval. The 
justices concluded that “to allow 
self-medication in this case would 
improperly promote non-med- 
ically supervised use of marijua¬ 
na.” 

Keith Stroup, director of the 
National Organization for the Re¬ 
form of Marijuana Laws 
(NORML), stated that the ruling 
should serve as a warning to pa-

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypotension, possible 
hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with a history of substance abuse, including alcohol abuse or 
dependence, because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is common and 
marijuana, which contains the same active compound, is a frequently.abused substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, or 
-schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics or other 
psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution in pregnant patients, nursihg mothers, or pediatric patients because it has 
not been studied in these patient populations. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss in elderly patients with AIDS because 
they may be more sensitive to the psychoactive effects and because its use in these patients has not been studied. 
Information tor Patients: Patients receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to the potential 
for additive central nervous system depression if Marinol Is used concomitantly with alcohol or other CNS depres¬ 
sants such as benzodiazepines arid barbiturates. 

Patients-receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machineiy, or engage in 
any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely. 
Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral effects of the 
drug so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Patients should remain under the supervision of a 
responsible adult during initial use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug Interactions: in studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has been co-admin- 
istered with a variety of medications (e g., cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, or opioid analgesics) 
without resulting in any clinically significant drug/drug interactions. Although no drug/drug interactions were discov¬ 
ered during the clinical trials of Marinol, cannabinoids may interact with other medications through both metabolic 
and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, might 
displace other protein-bound drugs. Although this displacement has not been confirmed in vivo, practitioners 
should monitor patients.for a change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to patients receiving 
other highly protein-bound drugs. Published reports ot drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids are sum¬ 
marized in the following table.

. _ ,_j, Impairment ot Fertility: Carcinogenicity studies have not been performed with 

dronabinol. Mutagenicity testing of dronabinol was negative in an Ames test. In a long-term study (77 days) in 
rats, oral administration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to 150 mg/m ! , equivalent to 0.3 to 1.5 times maximum rec¬ 
ommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/mVday in cancer patients or 2 to 10 times MRHD of 15 mg/mVday in 
AIDS patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal weights and caused a decrease in seminal 
fluid volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of developing germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the 
testis were also observed. However, sperm count, mating success and testosterone levels were not affected. The 
significance of these animal findings In humans is riot known. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies with dronabinol have been performed in mice at 15 to 
450 mg/nr, equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/nf/day in cancer 
patients or 1 to 30 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients, and in rats at 74 to 295 mg/m ! (equivalent to 
0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m'" in cancer patients or 5 to 20 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients). 
These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice and rats, 
dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and early 
resorptions. Such effects were dose dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced less maternal 
toxicity. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be used only if 
the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the secretion of HIV virus 
in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk and is absorbed by the nursing baby. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled clinical trials 
conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). Studies of AIDS- 
related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice daily and 67 receiving 
placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first occurrence of events during the first 
28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemotherapy included 317 patients receiving dron¬ 
abinol and 68 receiving placebo. 

A cannabinoid dose-related “high” (easy laughing, elation and heightened awareness) has been reported by 


patients receiving Marinol in both the antiemetic (24%) and the lower dose appetite stimulant clinical trials 
(8%) (see CLINICAL TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled clinical trials involved 
the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of patients reported a minor CNS adverse 
event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an event each week for the next 6 weeks thereafter.

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) Is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and controlled 
Schedule II (Cll) under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological dependence have 
been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon and has only been seen after 
prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition,.judgement, and per¬ 
ception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex process of addic¬ 
tion rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, social or neurological status 
have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic purposes. 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, diversion or 
systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion of a substantial num¬ 
ber of patients with a past history of drug abuse.

manifested symptoms such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approximately 24 hours post-dronabinol 
discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include "hot flashes”, sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, hic¬ 
coughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalographic changes consis¬ 
tent with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after abrupt dechallenge. Patients 
also complained of disturbed sleep for several weeks after discontinuing therapy with high dosages of dronabinol. 

0VERD0SAGE 

Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol (dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, heightened 
sensory awareness, altered time perception, reddened conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia; following MODER¬ 
ATE intoxication include memory impairment, depersonalization, mood alteration, urinary retention, and reduced 
bowel motility; and following SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor coordination, lethargy, slurred speech, 
and postural hypotension. Apprehensive patients may experience panic reactions and seizures may occur in patients 
with existing seizure disorders. 

The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70 kg). Significant CNS symptoms 
in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. In 
unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg in infants) 
via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose ot activated charcoal. Patients 
experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed In a quiet area and offered reas¬ 
surance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po ) may be used for treatment of extreme agitation. Hypotension 
usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors are rarely required. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Appetite stimulation: Initially, 2.5 mg Marinol (dronabinol) should be administered orally twice daily (b.i,d.), before 
lunch and supper. For patients unable to tolerate this 5 mg/day dosage ot Marinol, the dosage can be reduced to 
2.5 mg/day, administered as a single dose in the evening or at bedtime. If clinically indicated and in the absence of 
significant adverse effects, the dosage may be gradually increased to a maximum of 20 mg/day Marinol, adminis¬ 
tered in divided oral doses. Caution should be exercised in escalating the dosage of Marinol because of the increased 
frequency of dose-related adverse experiences at higher dosages (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Antiemetic: Marinol is best administered at an initial dose of 5 mg/nf, given 1 to 3 hours prior to the administration 
of chemotherapy, then every 2 to 4 hours after chemotherapy is given, for a total of 4 to 6 doses/day. Should the 
5 mg/m ! dose prove to be ineffective, and in the absence of significant side effects, the dose may be escalated by 
2.5 mg/nf increments to a maximum.of 15 mg/nf per dose. Caution should be exercised in dose escalation, however, 
as the incidence of disturbing psychiatric symptoms increases significantly at maximum dose (see PRECAUTIONS). 
SAFETY AND HANDLING 

Marinol (dronabinol) should be packaged in a well-closed container and stored in a cool environment between 8° and 
15’C (46" and 59" F). Protect from freezing. No particular hazard to health care workers handling the capsules has 
been identified. 

Access to abusable drugs such as Marinol presents an occupational hazard for addiction in the health care indus¬ 
try. Routine procedures for handling controlled substances developed to protect the public may not be adequate 
to protect health care workers. Implementation of more effective accounting procedures and measures to appro¬ 
priately restrict access to drugs of this class may minimize the risk of self-administration by health care providers.

Sacramento 
City Council 
goes to pot

H n what some AIDS activists 
, consider to be a precedent-set- 
i ting move, the Sacramento 
City Council unanimously ap¬ 
proved a police-backed ordinance 
Tuesday, February 2 that makes 
the public consumption of med¬ 
ical marijuana a misdemeanor. 

Although city councilmembers 
noted voters’ passage of Proposi¬ 
tion 215, the statewide medical 
marijuana initiative, and ac¬ 
knowledged that the state’s Health 
and Safety Code section 11362.5 
currently allows open and public 
use of marijuana, they voiced 
public health and safety concerns 
about possible injurious effects of 
secondhand marijuana smoke 
and the potential harm to youth 
in setting “a deleterious example 
regarding the use of illicit drugs.” 

The ordinance forbids the con¬ 
sumption of marijuana upon or 
within 1,000 feet of the grounds 
of a park or school; in or within 
100 feet of any building or facility 
to which members of the public 
have access, except a health facili¬ 
ty or clinic; or within 100 feet of 
any other person other than a pri¬ 
mary caregiver. 

Misdemeanor penalties are 
punishable by fines not to exceed 
$1,000, imprisonment in county 
jail for a term not to exceed six 
months, or both. Violations can 
be charged as infractions if com¬ 
plaints are filed as such. 

The ordinance was enacted in 
a sparsely attended afternoon ses¬ 
sion of the council with very little 
attendant publicity. In what some 
view as an attempt to justify the 
fears raised by the police-driven 
ordinance, one television station 
several times aired an unsympa¬ 
thetic piece showing a grinning, 
relatively inarticulate, healthy- 
looking man “toking up.” 

AIDS patients and organiza¬ 
tions are concerned that local po¬ 
lice departments throughout the 
state will follow suit. ▼ 
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care is available by reservation, 
and light snacks will be provided 
to assist with medication adher¬ 
ence for those in attendance.

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 


Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you- renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads "to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV. protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not acure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine th'at has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. y 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIF^CEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglutef Cardioquin?Quinidexfand others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 
f 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 

medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 

you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 


HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

He moved to San 
Francisco in 1988 and worked at UC-Berkeley in the Museum of 
Paleontology as a Senior Fossil Preparator and Exhibits Designer before 
his illness forced him to retire in 1994.

S ame-sex marriage support¬ 
ers in San Francisco, Santa 
Cruz, and Berkeley will hold 
a full weekend of activities to cel¬ 
ebrate the second annual Nation¬ 
al Freedom to Marry Day, begin¬ 
ning this Friday, February 12. 

Last year, more than 50 events 
were held in 36 communities to 
support the fight for equal mar¬ 
riage benefits for gay and lesbian 
couples. 

On Friday, San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisor Leslie Katz will present a 
resolution from the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors to the Reverend Don 
Fado at 12:30 p.m., in the City 
Hall press room. Fado is the 
Methodist minister who last 
month led 95 United Methodist 
ministers in a holy union cere¬ 
mony for a lesbian couple in 
Sacramento, in defiance of a de¬ 
nominational ban on such bless¬ 
ings. 

“Reverend Fado’s actions fly in 
the face of the Knight initiative, 
an anti-gay family voter initiative 
that qualified for the March 2000 
ballot” said Cheryl Deaner, exec¬ 
utive director of the All Our Fam¬ 
ilies Coalition and organizer of 
the events in San Francisco. The 
Knight initiative, introduced by 
state Senator Pete Knight (R- 
Palmdale), states that “only mar¬ 
riage between a man arid a 
woman is valid or recognized in 
California.” Noting that Knight 
and other opponents of same-sex 
marriage often rely upon religious 
arguments, Deaner applauded the 
efforts of Fado and other clergy to 
gain support for blessings of

Later on Friday, a Freedom to 
Marry reception will be held at 
the Unitarian Universalist Center, 
located at 1187 Franklin Street at 
Geary, at 6 p.m. Grassroots ac¬ 
tivists will discuss the local com¬ 
munity’s response to the Knight 
initiative. 

In Berkeley on Friday, same- 
sex marriage supporters will hold 
a noon rally and symbolic wed¬ 
ding ceremony in Sproul Plaza on 
the U.C. Berkeley campus. 

“With this ceremony, we want 
to affirm the love and devotion of 
our relationships, while recogniz¬ 
ing their invisibility before the 
law,” said Tara Borelli, one of the 
event’s organizers and a first year 
law student at the Berkeley 
School of Law (Boalt Hall). 

The rally will include a pre¬ 
sentation by openly gay city 
councilmember Kriss Worthing¬ 
ton of a proclamation from the 
Berkeley City Council in support 
of same-sex marriage. 

“For decades, people couldn’t 
marry people of different races, 
and now that is seen as the 
norm,” Worthington told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “Today, people of 
the same sex can’t marry, but 
someday that too will be seen as 
the norm.” 

In Santa Cruz on Saturday, 


there will be a peaceful protest 
rally from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. in 
front of the County Building, lo¬ 
cated at 701 Ocean Avenue, where 
marriage licenses are issued. 

In San Francisco on Saturday 
afternoon, the Freedom to Marry 
Day Croquet Tourney ’99 will be 
held in Dolores Park from 2 to 5 
p.m. Croquet sets and rules will 
be provided, and dress-up is en¬ 
couraged. 

On Sunday, the San Francisco 
Unitarian Universalist Church 
will present a worship service on 
“Differences and Similarities.” 
The Reverend Margot Campbell- 
Gross will lead the service, which 
will examine the meaning of 
marriage. Our Family, the gay 
and lesbian family group, will 
host a Valentine’s Day potluck 
party at the Upper Noe Valley 
Playground Recreation Center, at 
Day and Sanchez streets, on Sun¬ 
day afternoon from 12:30 to 4:30 
p.m. The family community 
event will feature Valentine mak¬ 
ing and other crafts. 

Finally, Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church-San Francisco, 
located at 150 Eureka Street, will 
host an evening worship service: 
“For Better or Worse, Love Mar¬ 
riage and Friendship.” The 7 p.m. 
service will include a blessing for 
all couples who want one. ▼

With the theme and logo se¬ 
lected, nominations are open 
until Sunday, February 28 for 
grand marshal. This year the pride 
committee encourages the com¬ 
munity to nominate outstanding 
LGBT people and supporters to 
be honored in the parade for their 
dedicated service to the queer 
community. 

Witherington said the com¬ 


mittee has not decided whether 
there will be one or several grand 
marshals. “The consensus was to 
wait and see what kind of nomi¬ 
nations come forward,” Wither¬ 
ington told the B.A.R. 

“We are looking for individu¬ 
als who excel in activism, public 
education, advocacy, healthcare, 
and promoters of queer art and 
culture,” said Calvin Gipson, pride 
president. “We are excited to 
honor those who are dedicated to 
advancing our civil rights, our 
freedom, fighting AIDS, and 
standing up to violence against 
our community on behalf of all of 
us. We benefit from their work 
which is why we continue to cele¬ 
brate and march.” 

The nomination process is 
open to all community members. 
Witherington asks that nomina¬

“You have to understand...” 
M The gentleman began what 
seemed to be a very well-re¬ 
hearsed speech. “Deeze come in 
series, and you buy by that. Now 
which set are you looking for de¬ 
pends on how it’s priced, but I 
don’t got all day...” 

By the complete absence of 
any other customers, I’d 
say he had all week. The 
card shop abides out near 
City College, cloistered be¬ 
tween an abundance of nail- 
care salons. 

The guy who ran the place 
didn’t really care about 
dead baseball players 
so much as paying the 
rent with Sosa/McG¬ 
wire drink cups. 

But I was just 
looking for one card, and that 
confounded him. I was not a true 
collector, nor he a reputable deal¬ 
er. His sour expression turned 
worse when I spoke the name, 
“Glenn Burke.” 

He offered me Lou Brocks and 
Lou Whitakers. He showed me 
new Oakland A’s and Dodgers 
sets. Oh really, autographed by 
Ken Griffey? Thanks, no. Glenn 
Burke, please. 

I’d gone through my stuff at 
home. It wouldn’t be in any Sports 
Illustrateds. Maybe Out’s sports 
issue they did for Gay Games 
1994. I’ve got about four pictures 
of Glenn Burke somewhere here. 
Ah, POZ even included a picture, 
but it’s too small, and wait a 
minute, they flopped the picture. 
He swung right-handed, didn’t he? 

That’s the thing about history. 
Whoever keeps the stuff defines it. 
Whoever controls what we’ll still 
be looking at around the millen¬ 
nial bend defines the past. 

What, or who, have you 
thrown out that you’ll never see 
again? How about the man who 
invented a new handshake, the 
universal sign of success, victory, 
accomplishment, or just some¬ 
thing well done? 

Search engine: Lycos's Top 5 % 
found 3 documents. The query 
string sent was "Glenn Burke" 

AND baseball. 

The gentleman allowed me to 
survey some boxes of “old stuff.” I 
discovered some rather funny¬ 
looking men. No Glenn. 

My search headed webward. 
“The Black List,” an MIT-based 
site of African-American gay peo¬ 


ple, includes the kind of stuff that 
should be on a trading card: 

“Glenn Burke (1952-1995) 
Athlete. Played professional base¬ 
ball 1976-78 with the Dodgers. 
Later traded to the Oakland A’s 
1978-79. Burke hit .237 with two 
home runs, 38 RBI and 35 stolen 
bases in his 225 major league 
games. Burke is credited with giv¬ 
ing baseball’s first ‘high five.’ He 
played basketball in the 1986 Gay 
Games. The November 21, 1994, 
issue of People maga¬ 
zine updated his life 
and his struggle with 
AIDS. Burke died of AIDS- 
related complications May 30, 
1995. An autobiography, Out 
AtHome y co-written with Erik 
Sherman, is scheduled to 
be released this sum¬ 
mer.” 

That summer was a 
few years ago, and un¬ 
fortunately Burke’s 
book is out of stock wherever I 
checked. Any updates would be 
appreciated while I add that to the 
collector’s items. 

Once compared to Willie 
Mays, Burke could have also been 
a great basketball star, but he 
stuck with baseball, until it un¬ 
stuck him. 

Search engine: Mining Co. found 
2 documents. The query string 
sent was "Glenn Burke" AND 
Oakland AND baseball. 

A 1995 Philadelphia Inquirer 
interview, the headline of which 
noted him as “A Man Once Called 
‘King Kong’ Now in Grip of Dis¬ 
ease,” described his last days: 

“His feet are swollen and cov¬ 
ered with purple lesions and his 
teeth are small yellow triangles, 
worn down to nubs by relentless 
nocturnal nervousness. Formerly 
220 pounds, he now weighs 150. 
Although his major league career 
never lived up to the promise he 
showed in the minor leagues, he 
has left his mark in another way.” 

“They can’t ever say now that 
a gay man can’t play in the majors, 
because I’m a gay man and I made 
it,” said Burke in the interview. 

In 1982, two years after he re¬ 
tired, he said that while an injury 
was the cause of his early retire¬ 
ment at 27, homophobia was the 
real reason. 

Managers Tommy Lasorda and 
the late Billy Martin were preju¬ 
diced against gays, Burke said. 

Beset by personal problems 
and a drug addiction, by the early 
1990s Burke was living on streets 
in the Bay Area. He died of AIDS 
complications in 1995 at the

C an we determine a composer’s 
gender or sexual orientation from 
the music he or she writes? Or is 
the style a composer uses just the 
product of the intellectual cli¬ 
mate, and thus a matter of choice and not 
a given? Queer theorists, and musicolo¬ 
gists like Susan McClary, the author of the 
book Feminine Endings, have asked what 
kinds of psychological responses and 
messages are encoded in musical lan¬ 
guage. Music is, after all, a part of the 
world, and pop musicians have no prob¬ 
lems finding links between their private 
and public selves. So what about the clas¬ 
sical world? 

British pianist Stephen Hough’s 
Grammy-nominated CD, New York Vari¬ 
ations (Hyperion), brought these ques¬ 
tions to mind. Up for honors in 2 cate¬ 
gories — Best Instrumental Soloist, and 
Best Composition, “Ghost Varia¬ 
tions” — it consists of four works 
by four American composers. 
(The Grammys will be 
awarded during a Febru¬ 
ary 24 telecast.) Since 
these works were 
written during 
their com¬ 


posers’ “theatrical” thirties, it’s tempting 
to see them as attempts at confronting 
and/or resolving specific issues. But 
whether this constitutes grounds for con¬ 
viction or acquittal as regards gender is 
debatable. Still, each work seems specifi¬ 
cally male, in that it seems to answer a 
need to show its composer’s feelings, 
without his necessarily wanting to. 

The harmonic edge produced by 
Aaron Copland (1900-1990) in his 1930 
Piano Variations is a compositional re¬ 
sponse to the composer’s style crisis at the 
time. And this piece, played with powerful 
severity by Hough, is the work of a man 
famously reserved regarding his private 
feelings — Copland never really came 
out, partially perhaps because his leftist 
politics caused him trouble enough. His 
Piano Variations takes no prisoners. 
Hough approaches it that way, though 
Gilbert Kalish’s version on Nonesuch has 
greater warmth and more color. 

An air of urgency imbues the 1976 
Etude Fantasy by John Corigliano (b. 
1938), which receives its first recording 
here. The composer is best known for his 
“AIDS” Symphony #1 — Hough played 
on its initial CD release on Erato — and 
for his 1990 opera The Ghosts of Versailles. 
Corigliano has described Etude Fantasy as 
a “tense, histrionic outgrowth ... of Bar-

While we’re on the curious cu¬ 
rators beat: SFMOMA Curator of 
Architecture and Design Aaron 
Betsky writes in the February 
issue of consumerist San Francis¬ 
co magazine that what SF really 
needs to fill out the urban fabric 
are lots and lots of space- and 
view-hogging skyscraper towers. 
The upscale but curiously unso¬ 
phisticated magazine proudly 
presents sample SF scenes with 
the giant megaliths morphed in 
— around the lake in Golden 
Gate Park, for example, and on 
the edge of the Presidio. This way, 
Betsky’s thinking goes, underuti¬ 
lized public spaces like parks 


would better resemble Central 
Park West by having more of that 
urban texture “so lovingly por¬ 
trayed by Woody Allen in film.” 
Aaron, are you serious about all 
this, or are you just having a darey 
little moment? SF is not Manhat¬ 
tan (yet), and some of us like it 
that way. As Annie Hall’s gram- 
my would say, “Well, la-de-dah!” 

‘Bounds’ for glory 

Hey, it’s worth it to trudge out 
to the de Young Museum in the 
still-undeveloped Golden Gate 
Park to see Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts’ winter/spring show, 
Out of Bounds, installed there as 
part of an unusual space swap so 
that the Fine Arts Museums can 
present their blockbuster Impres¬ 
sionists show at YBC. (The Fine 
Arts couldn’t insure those valu¬ 
able Monets and Sisleys against 
the possibility of an earthquake 
while they’d be at the seismically- 
iffy de Young. As long as there’s no 
quake while we’re touring the 
YBC show, everything’s just 
peachy.) 

Contemporary Art from Cuba: 
Irony and Survival on the Utopian 
Island, part of Out of Bounds, of¬ 
fers a rare chance for American 
audiences to encounter Cuban 
artists, and includes some terrific 
works: we particularly liked Este- 
rio Segura’s oils on wood Lan¬ 
guage and the Sword Point and 
Tender Shield (all titles are trans¬ 
lated); Tonel’s watercolors, in¬ 
cluding Vomit is Culture ; and 
Belkis Ayon’s untitled colla- 
graphs on paper, which bring 
women into the mythology of the 
Abakua, an African religious 
group, traditionally an all-male 
secret society. 

Hagop Sandaldjian lives! We 
can’t give too much away, but the 
Armenian artist is the star of an 
exhibit, also part of Out of 
Bounds, from the Museum of 
Jurassic Technology in LA, and his 
works display virtuosic control of 
color and feature on a scale that 
will blow your mind. Hagop is al¬ 
most too good to be true. 

Though Russian filmmaker 
Alexandr Sokurov’s video instal¬ 
lation Spiritual Voices, The Diaries 
of War has been getting sniffy re¬ 
views from art critics, we must say 
we enjoyed scenes of humpy 
Russian soldiers stationed on the 
Tadzhikstan border exercising 
their brawny Slavic bods. Also at 
the de Young. 

Finally, intelligently subversive 
artist Fred Wilson examines mu¬ 
seums’ permanent collections and 
creates installations from them 
which throw fascinating light on 
the curatorial assumptions of the 
majority culture. His creations 
here, including The Greeting 
Gallery, are part of Speaking in 
Tongues: A Look at the Language of 
Display. In 1992, Wilson created a 
splash by displaying slave irons 
and other embarrassing artifacts 
from the Maryland Historical So¬ 
ciety’s collection in Baltimore. His 
new take on the Fine* Arts’ hold¬ 
ings is definitely the highlight of 
this particular grab-bag of muse¬ 
um shows. Through May 2. For 
information, call 978-ARTS.

'The Glass Menagerie' 

Tennessee waltz

T he temptation to set Ten¬ 
nessee Williams to music, as 
Andre Previn tried with A 
Streetcar Named Desire, is under¬ 
standable. But it’s also redundant. 
Williams’ dialogue already sings, 
though it falls to the actors to find 
the music without sacrificing an 
anchoring naturalism. 

There is no Williams play of 
which this is more true than The 
Glass Menagerie, a notion rekin¬ 
dled by the Actors Theatre of San 
Francisco’s current staging of the 
1945 play. Unfortunately, it is a 
notion that is fueled as much by 
what the production misses as by 
what it gets right. 

There are certainly moments 
when it all comes together, perhaps 
most effectively in the scene be¬ 
tween the Gentleman Caller (Dean 
Shreiner) and the briefly blossom¬ 
ing Laura (Rachel Klyce). Here the 
actors manage to connect, working 
with each other to create a mo- 


’ ment of aching beauty. 

Other moments, if not so sus¬ 
tained and evocative, also find the 
human poetry behind Williams’ 
words. As Amanda, Laura’s pratde- 
some mother, Anne Macey hits her 
most warmly believable notes in a 
scene of seemingly low-key 
chitchat with her discontented son, 
Tom (Elijah Berlow). But at other 
prime moments, Macey seems to 
be skirting the surface, and this 
quintessential Williams character 
only sporadically feels real. 

Energies ebb and flow in the 
production staged by Jean Shel¬ 
ton, who has made the unusual 
choice of casting two actors as 
Tom, one to serve as the older 
narrator looking back, and the 
other to play out the scenes of his 
memories. While not a terrible 
idea, it does serve to disconnect 
the narrator from his own past. It 
also allows for a considerably 
older actor to play the narrator, 
which is the case with Robert 
Corrick, who perhaps too well 
finds the music in a sing-song ap- 


Flea circus

S ex farces haven’t changed all 
that much in the past 100 
years. Such staples of Amer¬ 
ican dinner theaters and London’s 
West End as Run for Your Wife; 
Move Over, Mrs. Markham; and 
Don’t Dress for Dinner all feature 
mistaken identities, rapid-fire en¬ 
trances and exits, and a perenni¬ 
ally unfulfilled quest for sex with 
someone other than one’s spouse. 
That’s pretty much what Georges 
Feydeau was doing around the 
turn of the century, though with 
a panache that sets him apart 
from the usual drop-trou crowd. 

While 15 of his plays are regu¬ 
larly revived by the Comedie- 
Francaise in Paris, only a few have 
found steady popularity in Eng¬ 
lish translations. But in the case of 
A Flea in Her Ear, there are multi¬ 
ple translations from which to 
choose, from the classic John 


Mortimer version first presented 
at the Old Vic in 1965 to a con¬ 
temporary adaptation by Frank 
Galati for Chicago’s Goodman 
Theatre. For its first move to the 
larger quarters of the Berkeley 
City Club’s ballroom, the Aurora 
Theatre Company is using a 
homegrown variation on Feydeau 
that had its debut at Berkeley Rep 
in 1974. 

Douglas Johnson’s adaptation 
weaves new jokes and laugh lines 
into the complex plot, most obvi¬ 
ously for a hot-headed Spaniard 
who spews forth an endless 
stream of hilarious mala- 
propisms. Kurt Reinhardt, sport¬ 
ing an outlandish coiffure, makes 
the most of these misstatements 
in a comically delightful perfor¬ 
mance — one of the highlights in 
a production of erratic charms. 

Something that Johnson hasn’t 
fooled with is the plot, which 
takes three hours over three acts

proach to the dialogue. As the 
younger Tom, Berlow doesn’t re¬ 
ally communicate a character who 
says, “I’m boiling inside.” 

Shreiner, as the Gentleman 
Caller, probably succeeds best in 
hitting the right note and sustain¬ 
ing it. And while she does find her 
moment in the scene with the 
Gentleman Caller, Klyce earlier 
creates an oddly robust Laura who 
doesn’t warrant the concerned re¬ 
actions from the other characters. 

Nor does the production itself 
communicate the idea that this is a 
“memory play,” as the narrator says 
at the outset, with its awkward and 
mood-disturbing transitions be¬ 
tween scenes. The Glass Menagerie 
isn’t quite as delicate as the uni¬ 
corn in Laura’s collection, but it 
does need an attention to detail 
that is too often missing here. T

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S ixty-year-old domestic work¬ 
er Paulina Oliveros grew up 
in the Mexican village of 
Puntilla, Veracruz. At the age of 8, 
she had a peculiar accident that 
would change her life dramatically. 
While bathing in the woods, she fell 
and hurt what she calls her “part.” 
Informed of what happened, her 
mother Placida insisted to every¬ 
one that she was raped by a power¬ 
ful local landowner, Mauro Cruz. 
As Paulina later finds out, this was 
an intentional strategy born of des¬ 
peration. Her family was poor, 
frantic for land rights for farming 
and thus survival; this was their 
first attempt to make a claim on 
him. Five years later, when Paulina 
is 13, the promise of this event 
bears fruit: her family trades her to 
Mauro, who beats and rapes her, in 
exchange for land rights. 

Such grim events are not un¬ 
common in poor rural societies, 
but that’s only part of Paulina’s 
story. Filmmakers Vicky Funari 
and Jennifer Mayortena-Taylor re¬ 
create that history and what fol¬ 
lowed it in this brilliandy engaging 
“docudrama.” Paulina, like its sub¬ 
ject, is about fragmentation and 
re-creation, pulling something 
whole and powerful out of pieces. 
The film, which took 10 years to 
make, was shot partly in 16mm 
and partly on video, and is made 
up both of interviews — with the 
real Paulina, her family, friends, 
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Mathyselene Heredia Castillo 

and enemies — and dramatic 
reenactments of key events in her 
life. Before we know who she is or 
precisely what she’s endured, we 
see her as a feisty teenager fending 
off a lecherous middle-aged man 
on a bus. Her method is simple, 
swift, and direct: she sinks her 
teeth—“a weapon from God,” she 
calls them — into the hand trying 
to crawl between her legs. The film 
moves seamlessly from such scenes 
to earlier and later times, always 
dominated by the forceful presence 
of the present-day Paulina, whose 
stories told to the filmmakers form 
the basis of the movie, and whose 
rich voice we often hear in overdub 
even when she’s not on camera. 

Paulina plays a Rashomon game 
with the viewer. When she tells an 
anecdote, a relative in Mexico is 
shown contradicting it. Even the 
marital status of Mauro’s many 
women, a fact that could perhaps 
be checked, is in question as one of 
his common-law wives insists she 
was legally married to him, while 
another denies it. Most telling is 
that most of her relatives continue 
to insist, decades after the fact, that 
Paulina was a willing participant in 
what happened with Mauro Cruz. 
This constant opposition of atti¬ 
tudes gives a multifaceted effect to 
a splintered life, and pulls the au¬ 
dience deep into the story by keep¬ 
ing a constant mental dialogue 
going. What doesn’t seem doubt¬ 
ful is that Paulina, after being 
abandoned by her family to Mauro 
and denounced as a whore by the 
rest of the village, escaped at age 15 
to Mexico City, where she still 
works as a maid, cook, and house¬ 
keeper. The film visualizes much of 
its subject’s early life in an almost 
mocking melodramatic style that 
emphasizes Paulina’s tragedy but 
also the strength and humor that 
allowed her to survive it. 

Some of the Film’s dramatic 
reenactments reach poetic heights. 
In one scene we see Paulina as a 
young girl looking at her reflection 
in a puddle; as it shimmers, her 
image wavers, as if she were falling 
into another world, a perhaps-not- 
unexpected reaction to her life to 
this point. But the image is also de¬ 
ceptive; Paulina is far from with¬ 
drawn. In some ways the experience 
of being brutalized makes her 
stronger, as a scene of her as a 
young teenager doing something 
unimaginable shows: forcing a ter¬ 
rified Mauro to degrade himself by 
kissing her feet. Even if the reality of 
this event is in question, interviews 
with the real Paulina offer little 
doubt that she was capable of such 
an act. But she retained a sense of 
humor, too, that the filmmakers 
capture with verve. After a tearful 
good-bye scene with her grown 
daughter, no doubt aware of Funari 
and Taylor’s desire that she be as 
“real” as possible in her “scenes,” she 
turns to the camera and says with 
the rich sense of irony that obvi¬ 
ously sustains her, “We did it all very 
naturally, right Vicky?” ▼

An interview with Barbara Wilson

B eloved Lambda Literary 
Award-winning author Bar¬ 
bara Wilson has had two 
books published in less than six 
months. The Death of a Much- 
Travelled Woman (Third Side 
Press, $12.95) is a collection of 
short murder mysteries featuring 
lesbian writer and sleuth Cassan¬ 
dra Reilly, and Salt Water and 
other stories (Alyson Publications, 
$12.95) is a collection of eight sto¬ 
ries and the novella-length title 
story. Both books have a mix of 
humor, eroticism and great story¬ 
telling. Even without Cassandra 
Reilly’s presence, there is also an 
element of the amateur snoop in 
Salt Water, particularly in the 
story “We Didn’t See It,” where a 
character’s involvement in some¬ 
thing that isn’t their business 
backfires on them. Throughout, 
however, Wilson introduces us to 
some fascinating and unforget¬ 
table women. 

Gregg Shapiro: In your story 
"Belladonna" in The Death of a 
Much-Travelled Woman, lesbian 
sleuth Cassandra Reilly says, 
"Have you ever noticed... how 
much we admire heterosexual 
women who remained single, or 
as if single? Simone de Beauvoir, 
Gloria Steinem, MayaAngelou. 
With lesbians, though, it's a dif¬ 
ferent story. We don't want to 
discount their relationships; we 
want them to be coupled." Is that 
Cassandra's belief, or is that 
something you believe as well? 

Barbara Wilson: Well, that’s an in¬ 
teresting question. I mean, Cas¬ 
sandra is the one who thought it 
and presented it, but I suppose 
once she said it, I would have to 
agree with her that it’s a possibly 
true observation. We’ve always 
admired, in the feminist commu¬ 
nity, women who somehow man¬ 
aged to stay free, unmarried, in¬ 
dependent, single. And yet in the 
lesbian community, probably be¬ 
cause historically we’ve been so 
oppressed and despised, we ad¬ 
mire women who are open 
enough to live with their lovers. 
So, in the straight community, 
who might be a hero of ours? Glo¬ 
ria Steinem. But in the gay com¬ 
munity, it might be Gertrude and 
Alice. 

Or Ellen and Anne. 

Yes, exactly. Ellen immediately be¬ 
came more interesting when she 
got hooked up with that babe. 

Writers are often characters in 
The Death of a Much-Travelled 
Woman, and they are not spared 
your eye or your wit. You really 
zero in on them. How do your 
writer friends react to your depic¬ 
tion of writers? 

I think they see the humor in it. 
My friend Lucy [Bledsoe] was 
telling me that she fell off her 
chair laughing at some of it. Be¬ 
cause we are, in spite of our dedi¬ 
cation to beautiful writing and to 
saying things in the most precise 
and interesting way possible, still 
quite isolated creatures. We work 
alone in rooms, generally, and we 
sort of come out into the glaring 
eye of society and fall apart. We go 
to these [writers’] conferences, 
and everyone’s very anxious and 
very excited, and there’s a lot of 


gossip from people who don’t get 
out much. A lot of envy and ego 
that you didn’t even know you 
had suddenly surfaces. Some of 
that, I’ve caught in the stories. As 
most people know, I’ve also been 
in publishing, and so I’ve had a 
chance to look at authors from 
the other standpoint, which is as 
the publisher vainly trying to sat¬ 
isfy their needs. I’ve been on both 
sides, let me say, I’m often an au¬ 
thor vainly trying to have my 
needs satisfied! 

Will you be attending the Out- 
Write '99 writers' conference in 
Boston this month? Will you be 
on a panel? 

Yes, I will. I proposed a panel 
called “Queer In The Landscape,” 
and it’s about writing about land¬ 
scape, nature, and place. Last year 
I was on a panel about writing 
across genre — a bunch of us who 
had written in many different 
forms, such as poetry, memoir, 


journalism, fiction, mysteries. 

The last few books of yours run 
the gamut of the different types of 
publishing houses. Blue Windows 
was published by Picador, which 
is a large New York publisher. 
Salt Water and other stories was 
published by Alyson, which is 
large for a gay and lesbian press, 
but small in terms of Picador. The 
Death of a Much-Travelled 
Woman was published by a very 
respectable, but tiny Chicago- 
based feminist publisher called 
Third Side Press. 

I’m a small-press supporter from 
way back, obviously. I started way 
at the beginning with Seal [Press] 
when it was very tiny, so I’ve al¬ 
ways seen a place for the indepen¬ 
dent presses and have been really 
proud to be part of that whole 
movement. There are different 
books that are appropriate for dif¬ 
ferent houses. I think that, unfor¬ 
tunately, the mainstream is not re-

ally ready to accept extremely 
dykey characters. I didn’t experi¬ 
ence any particular prejudice 
from Picador as a lesbian. They 
were always really great to me. But 
that’s different from publishing 
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(also much recorded as a jazz pi¬ 
anist), and others. 

There are plenty of discoveries 
here, and Duke was well-served by 
such lyricists as Ogden Nash, John 
Latouche, E.Y. Harburg and Ira 
Gershwin. Some of the uptempo 
numbers seem a little quaint, but 
the ballads are ravishing, and the 
only possible reason for their ne¬ 
glect must be the shifting har¬ 
monies and key changes — it 
takes quite a voice to steer a steady 
course through them. Upshaw has 
that voice, and this disc is an ab¬ 
solute must for lovers of the 
“Broadway art song,” or, as Duke 
called them, his “out of this world 
tunes.” 

Benjamin Britten: Our Hunting 
Fathers, etc. — Ian Bostridge, 
tenor with Daniel Harding and the 
Britten Sinfonia (EMI Classics)

Still, 
Benjamin Britten’s vocal works 
number among his very finest, 
and once the initial shock of the 
daringly original Our Hunting Fa¬ 
thers wears off, there is plenty of 
more appropriately romantic stuff 
here. 

Ian Bostridge is crafting his 
young career with uncommon 
skill and is also choosing music 
that is perfectly suited to his high¬ 
ly distinctive voice. Folksong from 
Somerset (arr. Britten), O Waly, 
Waly opens the program and is 
followed by the beautiful Quatre 
Chansons Francises (1928). 
Their sensual quality is captured 
well by Bostridge, and French 
Folksongs (arr. Britten) and Nurs¬ 
ery Rhyme from Suffolk (arr. Brit¬ 
ten), Oliver Cromwell are also res¬ 
cued from relative neglect. 

Looking like he has wandered 
off the set of Brideshead Revisited 
and using his skill with the art 
song as a springboard, Ian 
Bostridge is growing in stature 
with every new release. Daniel 
Harding conducts the Britten Sin¬ 
fonia in a fine interpretation of 
the Sinfonietta, Op. 1 to round off 
an exceptionally satisfying con¬ 
cert. Our Hunting Fathers may be 
the centerpiece of the new disc, 
and Britten delighted in it as his 
“bad boy” score, meant to startle 
his elders. He referred to it as his 
real opus one. Still, the more con¬ 
ventionally beautiful songs in¬ 
cluded here are what make this a 
must for Britten and Bostridge 
fans. Hopefully, the young tenor 
plans to record Les Illuminations 
in the near future. ▼

printed texts unnecessary, and she 
imbues each song with great per¬ 
sonality. She is in good voice 
throughout and navigates the 
treacherous passages with seem¬ 
ing indifference. 

The chamber selections are no 
less satisfying, and the masterful 
Quintet for 2 Violins, Viola, Vio¬ 
loncello and Piano in E major, op. 
15 is given a hell-bent for leather 
reading that will leave listeners 
positively breathless. Korngold 
was thinking symphonically, and 
even his smaller works tend to test 
the limits of the genre. The best 
treat, however, is the Suite for 2 
Violins, Violoncello and Piano 
(left hand). What a wonderfully 
inventive and quirky piece it is, 
each movement as different and 
evocative as Mussorgsky’s Pictures 
at an Exhibition. 

The closing number is Bengt 
Forsberg’s chamber setting of the 
famous Marietta's Lied from the 
opera Die tote Stadt. Von Otter’s 
haunting voice perfectly captures 
the achingly beautiful mood, and 
the final notes will stay in your 
mind for hours afterwards. 

Dawn Upshaw Sings Vernon Duke

truly amazing thing, though, is 
the continuing excellence of her 
output. Like Anne Sofie von Otter, 
La Upshaw has an uncanny knack 
for choosing the right repertoire, 
and she also shows uncommonly 
good taste in bringing lesser- 
known masterworks before the 
public. 

Just weeks ago, I was listening 
to some rare and cherished vinyl 
of composer Vernon Duke’s 
chamber writing, thinking it was 
high time he was rehabilitated. No 
less a pal than George Gershwin 
admonished him to write “some 
real popular tunes,” and “Dukie,” 
nee Vladimir Dukelsky, respond¬ 
ed with gems like “April in Paris,” 
“I Can’t Get Started,” “Taking a 
Chance on Love,” and “Autumn in 
New York.” 

After Upshaw’s smash hit with 
songs by Rodgers and Hart (also 
personal favorites), I was thrilled 
to see her tackling Vernon Duke’s 
difficult, but wonderfully reward¬ 
ing vocal lines. The results are 
pure delight, with terrific arrange¬ 
ments by Jonathan Tunick (Sond¬ 
heim’s orchestrator of choice), 
Larry Hochman, Fred Hersch

Rendezvous with Korngold — 
Anne Sofie von Otter, 

Bengt Forsberg & Friends

Von Otter’s uncluttered deliv¬ 
ery and seamless style might, at 
first, seem unsuited to Korngold’s 
hothouse lyricism, but she man¬ 
ages to burn straight to the core of 
each lied with just the right bal¬ 
ance of passion and restraint. 

Primarily remembered for his 
lush film scores of the forties and 
his post-Straussian operas, Korn¬ 
gold was blessed with that rarest 
of gifts, the ability to write a 
memorable tune without appear¬ 
ing facile. That melodic talent is 
abundantly on display here, and 
the inspiration of interspersing 
chamber works among the songs 
makes for an uncommonly satis¬ 
fying program. 

From the relatively well- 
known Abschiedslieder, op. 14 
(Four Songs of Parting) to the 
world premiere recordings of 
Four Shakespeare Songs, op. 31, 
von Otter sings with conviction 
and fine technique. Her English 
diction is faultless, rendering the

T he Bay Area jazz scene hand¬ 
somely rewards the patient. 
It’s not as active and year- 
’round a phenomenon as fans find 
in New York, Chicago, Los Ange¬ 
les and New Orleans, but sooner 
or later the people you want to 
hear make their appearances — as 
often as not in clumps. Three ac¬ 
tion-packed days at the 
end of this month and 
the first two days of 
March promise to sat¬ 
isfy anyone who has 
survived the recent 
drought relieved only 
by McCoy Tyner’s an¬ 
nual two-week residency 
at Oak¬ 
land’s 
Yoshi’s — 
when 

tickets were hard to come by. 

Two pianists — an established 
master and one of the most 
promising newcomers to the 
scene in years (and a one-time 
student of the former) — both 
renowned for the intensity of 
their relationships to the piano as 
a lyric rather than percussion in¬ 
strument, are hitting town with 
their trios. Keith Jarrett will play 
Masonic Auditorium on Sunday, 
February 28, in the San Francisco 
Jazz Festival’s “Swing into Spring” 
mini-festival with his long-stand¬ 
ing trio, including bassist Gary 
Peacock and drummer Jack De- 


Johnette. (Tickets are available 
through BASS and sure to sell out 
fast.) March 1 and 2, Brad 
Mehldau plays Yoshi’s with his 
trio, Larry Grenadier on bass and 
Jorge Rossy on drums. (For tick¬ 
ets, call Yoshi’s at(510)238-9200; 
don’t expect to get in at the door.) 

For many of us, Mehldau has 
come as the fulfillment of a hope 
almost too deep to utter: a succes¬ 
sor to the late Bill Evans, who 
played some of his last sets in San 
Francisco shortly be¬ 
fore his much- 
lamented early death 
due to drugs in 1980. 
While Mehldau, who 
at 27 has already staked 
out his.own musical turf, 
is probably already weary 
of the 
compar¬ 
ison, he 
has 

openly acknowledged Evans’ in¬ 
fluence (along with that of; 
among others, Tyner, Oscar Peter¬ 
son, Wynton Kelly and Herbie 
Hancock, to name only the pi¬ 
anists). What he most obviously 
shares with Evans are the uncom¬ 
monly fine touch, the questing 
rhythmic and harmonic imagina¬ 
tion, an equally strong melodic 
sense and, supremely, a penchant 
for lyricism of the quietly (and 
sometimes exuberantly) ecstatic. 

Classically trained like Evans, 
Mehldau names Beethoven, Schu¬ 
bert, Schumann and, above all, 
Brahms as the composers who 
have contributed most to his own 
style as player and composer. One 
of his most famous tunes, “Exit 
Music (For a Film),” actually be¬ 
gins with a snippet from a 
Beethoven sonata, and Mehldau 
reports that after he had finished 
composing another piece, he real¬ 
ized that its core material came 
directly from a Brahms capriccio. 
That background has given his 
music a strong formal sense and 
harmonic complexity that some¬ 
times is expressly contrapuntal.

Back to the core 

The signature traits of his play¬ 
ing include an uncanny knack for 
paring even a familiar melody 
back to its core — sometimes 
leaving out notes while somehow 
leaving the melodic cell intact — 
a rhythmic elasticity that accom¬ 
modates shifts of beat and meter 
seamlessly, and a harmonic imag¬ 
ination capable of taking material 
to the limits of its musical impli¬ 
cations — and back to an inte¬ 
grated, fully explored whole. Vital 
as those components of his musi¬ 
cianship are, they’re not what gain 
a jazz pianist the kind of follow¬ 
ing Mehldau has amassed so 
quickly. (His appearance at last 
September’s Monterey Jazz Festi¬ 
val became one of its turn-away 
sensations.) 

Awe-inducing as it is to hear 
him take a tune as familiar as 
“Moon River” into hitherto 
unimagined soundscapes, it’s the 
aching beauty of each song as a 
whole that casts the requisite 
spell. Jazz piano doesn’t get much 
more captivating than Mehldau’s 
straightforward rendition of 
“Blackbird” from the Beatles’ 
White Album. Whether playing 
the standards or his own pieces, 
Mehldau comes forward with a 
level of musical integrity that 
makes him one of the brightest 
lights on the current scene. 

His recording credits are al¬ 
ready extensive (he’s been a side- 
man for some of the day’s most il- 


Jarrett hardly needs introduc¬ 
tion. That said, I’ll confess that I’ve 
always found his classical record¬ 
ings dispensable and his famous 
live improvisations (the Koln con¬ 
cert and others, with the possible 
exception of the Vienna concert) 
impossible to sit through. It’s a mi¬ 
nority opinion, and one I’ve tried, 
without success, to change. But I 
find him as a jazz player not just 
satisfying but entirely compelling. 
His “standards” recordings with 
the ace trio that joins him at the 
Masonic are all worth checking 
out, the best of them probably the 
Norway concert on ECM. His 
most recent recording with the 
trio, Tokyo ’ 96 , makes it clear that 
the Japanese imperial family knew 
what it was doing in making its 
first public appearance at a con¬ 
cert hall. It’s as good a place as any 
to investigate Jarrett the jazz man, 
and if you haven’t already suc¬ 
cumbed to that magic, you may 
well discover, in the words of the 
concert’s opening tune, “It Could 
Happen to You.” ▼

lustrious jazz artists), but the best 
places to check him out are his 
four CDs as soloist or leader for 
Warner: Introducing Brad 

Mehldau and the three volumes of 
The Art of the Trio. The full range 
of his artistry is to be found there, 
in recordings that aren’t likely to 
leave your CD player soon once 
you’ve given them a spin. The sec¬ 
ond volume of Art, “Live at the 
Village Vanguard,” provides a 
strong taste of the transformation 
live performance works on this es¬ 
sentially introverted artist. The 
playing has an immediacy and 
charge redolent of the work Evans 
did with his last trio. And I’m not 
alone in finding the most recent 
volume, “Songs,” the standout jazz 
recording of 1998 — Mehldau at 
his concentrated best. The record¬ 
ings have already won this inde- 1 
cently gifted young man every 
award for which he’s qualified. 
Don’t pass up the opportunity to 
find out why.

SF Ballet's Programs I & II

■ missed the San Francisco Bal¬ 
let opening of Program One 
because I was across the plaza 
hearing Christoph Pregardien and 
Michael Gees give an all-Schubert 
recital. Since the evening ranks up 
there with other legendary lieder 
recitals I’ve heard — by Ernst 
Haefliger, Hermann Prey, Gundu- 
la Janowitz and Janet Baker — I 
was definitely in the right place. 
Yet I missed the first cast of 
Antony Tudor’s Gala Performance, 
and I have a feeling that might 
make a difference in how one per¬ 
ceives the work. 

I hadn’t seen Gala Performance 
(music by Prokofiev; designs by 
Hugh Laing) in a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury, but of course I just saw Les 
Ballets Trockadero de Monte Carlo 
last week, and let’s not mince words. 
The Tracks may have been partially 
inspired by Tudor’s silliness — the 
piece has been in Ballet Theater rep 
. since 1946 — but they do it better. 
Tudor, usually a seriou-sexual kind 
of choreographer — think Lilac 
Garden or Pillar of Fire — sends up 
three international ballerinas, their 
cavaliers, dumb coryphees and other 
bad ballet traditions. 

Katita Waldo, looking as if she 
had swallowed a lemon, was a 
mean, aggressive but not particular¬ 
ly funny Russian diva. Kristin Long, 
whose unfortunate resemblance to 
Monica Lewinsky is not her fault 
but does tend to detract from her 
cleanly articulated dancing, seemed 
happier as the kiss-blowing French 
ballerina than she had the night be¬ 
fore as the Elisabeth Loscavio clone 
in Haffner Symphony. (Perhaps 
Helgi Tomasson should make a 
comic ballet specifically for this all- 
American girl?) 

Benjamin Pierce and Christo¬ 
pher Stowell suffered heroically as 
the put-upon cavaliers, and Val 
Caniparoli was the fussy ballet 
master.(I wish I’d seen Ashley 
Wheater in the first cast; the guy 
went through injury hell, and 
though he’ll never actually dance 
again, his presence is invaluable to 
the company.) But the star of the 
show — and I can’t imagine any¬ 
one doing it better — was Muriel 
Maffre as the glacial, possibly 
arthritic Italian ballerina whose 
releve (simple rising to pointe) 
wqs a major dead-pan effort of 
mind over inert matter. 

Speaking of Tudor, Kenneth 
MacMillan’s 1960 The Invitation 
(music by Matyas Seiber; designs 


by Nicholas Georgiadis) was 
staged by Monica Parker and Lynn 
Seymour, the original “Girl” who 
is betrayed and raped by a society 
that values surface propriety over 
truth. This piece is called one of 
the first salvos of “balletic realism,” 
sending notice that Pinter, Os¬ 
borne, and the nouvelle vague had 
not gone unnoticed by choreogra¬ 
phers. Except for one little detail 
that tends to escape critics, 
dancers and viewers alike. Tudor 
did it first. Pillar of Fire, which 
doesn’t feature a rape but is in 
every way a superior piece of psy¬ 
chological dance, is dated 1942. 
Lilac Garden, which The Invitation 
most resembles with its decadent 
party atmosphere and innocence 
crushed, dates from 1936. 

The MacMillan piece is too 
long. I’d jettison those damn birds; 
whatever they symbolize, they are 
irritating. And the by-play with the 
naked statues looks ridiculous in 
1999, although I’m sure that Brits 
shuddered deliciously in 1960, 
when that awful little girl shoves 
the heroine’s head into the crotch 
of a reclining nude male statue. 
The musical performance, under 
Emil de Cou, made the most of 
this score derivative of Bartok and 
Stravinsky, and three of the lead 
roles were impeccably cast — 
Vadim Solomakha’s “Cousin” (all 
bashful quivering), Yuri Pos- 
sokhov’s “Husband” (with a mus¬ 
tache, the guy looks like he could 
win a leatherman contest, but he is 
an ugly brute in this piece), and 
Sabina Allemann in the role of a 
lifetime as the betrayed wife who 
makes mischief on her own. 

I wasn’t that crazy about Lucia 
Lacarra’s “Girl.” It’s unfortunate 
that I have Seymour printed on my 
brain in the part and I missed the 
physical hysteria that the Canadi¬ 
an dancer could create with her 
shoulders and fists. Lacarra is 
probably a better technician now 
than “Lynnie” ever was, but she 
seemed just a tad too old, too cal¬ 
culating, too knowing in her ap¬ 
proach to the‘“Husband.” Nobody 
deserves to be raped, but she did 
seem to be playing with fire in a 
way MacMillan couldn’t have in¬ 
tended. In other words, she danced 
well, but wasn’t moving. 

The final new piece, on Pro¬ 
gram Two, is a winner. Hans van 
Manen of the Netherlands Dance 
Theater has not been represented 
in SFB repertory up to now. Solo is 
a seven-minute joke so powerfully 
danced that it caused audience 
delirium. The loudspeakers blast 


Bach — but no Bach you are fa¬ 
miliar with. I don’t believe that 
anyone can play a baroque violin 
at that speed. Even if it isn’t souped 
up, it’s the ugliest sewing machine 
sound you’ve ever heard. But it is 
also so kinetic that the “solo” needs 
three dancers to complete. 

David Palmer, Stephen Legate 
and Guennadi Nedviguine, wear¬ 
ing Keso Dekker’s hip burgundy 
tops over T-shirts and light tights, 
are in perpetual motion, spin¬ 
ning, falling, doing pushups, run¬ 
ning as if to catch a train. It’s an 
explosive display of testosterone 
that not only delights the audi¬ 
ence and exhausts the dancers, 
but makes you feel, at that mo¬ 
ment at least, that all is right with 
the San Francisco Ballet. T

ber, Copland, Harris, and Schu- 
man,” and it certainly works as a 
kind of revolt-against-the-father 
piece, two of the named com¬ 
posers being gay. Like many of 
Corigliano’s pieces, it’s dramatic 
in texture and haunting in effect: 
the composer sounds as if he’s 
finding his way as stripped-down 
harmonies alternate with Impres¬ 
sionist ones. 

Of the three gay composers 
here, Ben Weber (1916.-1979) is, 
in a way, the most emotionally 
out. Or, as he noted, “I write 
pieces for my lovers ... when I 
dedicate a piece, I don’t do it idly 
... and when I wrote it [Fantasia 
(variations), 1946, for pianist 
William Masselos], deliberately, 
note for note, I was really making 
love to him through the avenues 
of sound.” Weber has also done 
something even more remarkable 
here: he makes the often-dry 12-

to unfold and resolve. That’s a lot 
of farce, even under optimal cir¬ 
cumstances, and while the Aurora 
cast and director Kimberly King 
are usually on the right track, the 
bumps begin to feel magnified by 
the third act. This brand of farce 
is a tricky business, needing a ma¬ 
chine-like precision but also a 
sense of spontaneity, characteriza¬ 
tions that are cartoons yet some¬ 
how human, and direction that 
makes the implausible seem nat¬ 
ural. All of the above is there in 
part. 

Illicit rendezvous 

What sets the play into motion 
is a wife’s suspicion that her hus¬ 
band is having an affair, and she 
sets out to lure him into a ren¬ 
dezvous at a hotel of notorious re¬ 
pute. For one reason or another, 
the entire household, the family 
doctor, and a couple of friends 
also wind up at the hotel, where 
the play reaches its slam-bang 
zenith, before they return to their 
home to begin sorting out the 
multiple confusions. 


There are a half-dozen choice 
performances in the large cast, 
though several that are otherwise 
are to be found in key roles. But in 
addition to Reinhardt’s sputtering 
Spaniard, there is comically astute 
work from Julie Eccles as the sus¬ 
picious wife, W. Francis Walters as 
her befuddled husband and a tip¬ 
pling look-alike bellboy, Tara Blau 
as the Spaniard’s wife, Paul Sulz- 
man as a tongue-tied relative, and 
Richard Gould as the officious 
hotel concierge. 

There are growing pains evi¬ 
dent as the Aurora Theatre moves 
beyond the intimacy of its “cham¬ 
ber theatre” format. But for its 
March production of The Second 
Man, a 1927 comedy by S.N. 
Behrman that originally starred

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Opus 500 organ

Music Concourse, facing the south 
wing of the Ferry Building. The 
Opus 500 will have its own stylish 
hangar, with a roll-down door on 
one side and a cafe on the other. 
The city will pay $1 million for the 
landscaping; $3.5 million in pri¬ 
vate funds must be found to erect 
the pavilion and install the organ. 

These things don’t just hap¬ 
pen; they’re planned years, even 
decades in advance. And they are 
not the work of elected officials. 
Civic-minded gay man James 
Haas, recently recognized by the 
Board of Supervisors for 10 years’ 
work undoing the urban blight of 


Steuart Street, and the extension 
of Muni lines north to Fisher¬ 
man’s Wharf and south to the 
Caltrain station. 

Designer delivers 

Boris Dramov, the project’s 
lead designer, is Bulgarian by 
birth, but cosmopolitan by char¬ 
acter. He came to San Francisco 
via Sweden, Brazil and Los Ange¬ 
les; his accentless sotto voce deliv¬ 
ery exudes deep patience. At the 
ROMA Design Group in North 
Beach, he gestures over a paste¬ 
board replica of the mid-Embar- 
cadero project. 

Dramov’s overarching goal, as 
agreed upon by innumerable city 
departments, is to bring the wa¬ 
terfront and the city closer to- 


front] also a recreational area.” 

The final major piece of the 
puzzle was the Opus 500. Like the 
Embarcadero Freeway, the organ 
was damaged by the Loma Prieta 
earthquake. It sat unused until 
1994, when its Connecticut mak¬ 
ers sent technicians out to dis¬ 
mantle and ship it back home for 
repairs. When the organ was re¬ 
turned to the city, it landed in the 
Civic Center basement. Offers 
came in from places as far-flung 
as Florida and Argentina to buy it. 

But some people didn’t want 
to sell. The San Francisco chapter 
of the American Guild of Organ¬ 
ists was stumping for a new site 
worthy of the 40-ton solo-orches¬ 
tra. When James Haas got wind of 
an up-and-running outdoor 


At the time of its construction, perhaps the high 
point of concert organ popularity in the US, the Opus 
500 was built beyond even the opulent specifications 
of the Austin Organ Company.

the elevated Embarcadero Free¬ 
way; architect Boris Dramov, who 
has been redesigning the water¬ 
front for 20 years; and organist 
Cheryl Arnold, board member of 
the American Guild of Organists, 
have been instrumental in bring¬ 
ing the people’s organ back to the 
center of civic life. 

Urban warrior 

Haas, a dapper but soft-spoken 
native, describes himself as an 
“urban warrior” who has over¬ 
come a lot of resistance. We meet 
at the corner of the Union Pacific 
Building, our view of the Ferry 
Building interrupted only by the 
intervening roadwork, and he 
shares his vision of a renewed 
urban hub. Not only can he visu¬ 
alize what will be created by the 
current confusion of the con¬ 
struction site; he brings the past 
back to life. 

“In the ’20s,” Haas says, “this 
was the second busiest transit hub 
in the world, outside of Charing 
Cross Station in London. You had 
all these ferryboats coming from 
all points of the Bay Area, and this 
was the only point to come and go 
into San Francisco. You didn’t 
have a Bay Bridge or Golden Gate 
Bridge. There were thousands of 
people who every day came back 
and forth through here.” 

Not only ferries, but streetcar 
lines and freight trains converged 
in what Haas calls “this busy, very 
utilitarian kind of place.” The pro¬ 
duce market, with its sheds and 
warehouses, was just to the north. 

Haas goes on to explain the 
blight of the elevated Embar¬ 
cadero Freeway, built in 1958: 
“The freeway cut off the water 
and particularly the Ferry Build¬ 
ing from the rest of the city. It cre¬ 
ated this enormous, ugly, almost 
impenetrable barrier between the 
citizens and the Bay.” 

As chairman of the Committee 
for a Safe Embarcadero, Haas lob¬ 
bied for the removal of the free¬ 
way. Only after it was damaged in 
the 1989 earthquake did voters fi¬ 
nally agree to have the freeway 
torn down, in 1991. 

“It was kind of an epiphany for 
me to come down here and see 
the freeway down,” he admits. “It 
really was quite an emotional ex¬ 
perience to see it gone. I’m look¬ 
ing forward to having a similar, 
maybe not quite as intense expe¬ 
rience when it’s all done.” 

By “all done,” Haas means the 
completion of the mid-Embar- 
cadero project, scheduled for 
spring 2000. In addition to the 
music concourse, this includes the 
redesign of all open space be¬ 
tween the Ferry Building and 


gether. More specifically, the area 
is to be a multi-modal transporta¬ 
tion corridor, meaning that cars 
will cohabitate with streetcars, 
buses, bikes and pedestrians. Sec¬ 
ond, a public space suitable for 
major ceremonial events (like the 
Gay Pride parade) would be cre¬ 
ated. And third, open space would 
be reoriented to include the wa¬ 
terfront, in ways that would en¬ 
hance its use by the community. 
Eventually, the redesign will in¬ 
clude an enlarged ferry terminal 
and a renovated, retrofitted Ferry 
Building. 

Dramov is equally concerned 
with making visible the underly¬ 
ing features of the Embarcadero: 
the historic sea wall and the wa¬ 
tershed. The parallel lines formed 
by the roadway in front of the 
Ferry Building suggest the series 
of protective sea walls that re¬ 
claimed the land from the Bay. 
The manner in which Market 
Street will open out into park 
space is symbolic of the water that 
runs down from the hills. 

Dramov took inspiration from 
the “malecon” of Latin America, 
which serves as “both a sea wall 
and a promenade at the same 
time.” As in Puerto Vallarta. “The 
malecon is a way of preventing 
wave action from coming in and 
of stabilizing the shoreline, but in¬ 
stead of just an engineering im¬ 
provement, [it makes the water- 


organ (also built by Austin in 
1915) in Balboa Park, San Diego, 
two projects became one. 

Horn of plenty 

Dramov’s work on behalf of 
the Opus 500 is characteristically 
thoughtful. Picking up the four- 
inch-wide model of the organ 
pavilion, he explains the genesis of 
the distinctive swooping roof. A 
consultant conversant with the 
outdoor Balboa Park organ “real¬ 
ly wanted a shape like a horn, so 
that the music would come out,” 
he says. “But then we had to have 
a very large door, like an aircraft 
hangar,” which stacks, like an ac¬ 
cordion, inside the eave. 

“This is a perfect building, 
where form follows function,” he 
says, without a hint of vanity. “It’s 
an expression of what’s inside it.” 
The roof expresses acoustics; the 
enveloping brickwork bespeaks 
rooms which support the main 
function. “One of the problems I 
was struggling with was, how do 
you deal with the top? Because 
you don’t want birds sitting on 
top of it! So this is composed of 
thin slats of metal that look solid, 
but actually, the water falls 
through, and sheds out.” 

And that’s not all. “The face of 
the door is going to be painted by 
an artist,” says Dramov. “There also 
is a screen in here for silent movies, 
with the organ playing behind it.”

So, after years of neglect, the 
people’s organ will again have a 
site consistent with its ambitions. 
At the time of its construction, 
which was perhaps the high point 
of concert organ popularity in 
this country, the Opus 500 was 
built beyond even the opulent 
specifications of the Austin Organ 
Company. Think “Titanic.” (Its 
having survived the earthquake 
has been credited to its exception¬ 
al sturdiness.) 

The Opus 500 was a sort of 
crown jewel of the Panama-Pacif¬ 
ic Exposition; daily recitals to 
houses of nearly 4,000 were given 
by the nation’s top organists. 
Upon the arrival of the celebrated 
Edwin H. Lemare, twice-daily 
recitals were played to standing- 
room-only crowds. Lemare went 
on to become San Francisco’s mu¬ 
nicipal organist, a post that Mayor 
Willie Brown may want to revive. 

Cheryl Arnold, music director 
at St. Stephen’s and a key person 
in finding the organ a home, is ex¬ 


cited that the Opus 500 will be re¬ 
turned to the heart of civic life, ei¬ 
ther for lunchtime concerts or to 
kick off ceremonial events like the 
Bay-to-Breakers Race. 

“It is a colossal instrument, but 
it is also a gentle instrument,” says 
Arnold, in the manner of one de¬ 
scribing a great wine. “There are 
different kinds of organs. The 
organ in Davies Hall is a very 
brash instrument, capable of very 
brassy, high-toned, bold sounds. 
This instrument is more of an 
old-fashioned orchestral instru¬ 
ment —- a full, resonant, harmo¬ 
nious-sounding instrument that 
will really work well out-of-doors. 
It’s the kind of music-making that 
seems like music that just comes 
on the breeze.” T

Rumi 


Portrait of Rumi 


F ebruary is a time for 
celebrating love, and 
no poet ever expound 
ed love’s joys more ecstati 
cally than Julal-ud-Din 
Rumi, the great 13th-centu¬ 
ry Sufi mystic, whose popu¬ 
larity worldwide is current¬ 
ly at an all-time high. 

Of his passion for his 
Master, Shams-i-Tabriz 
Rumi wrote: 

Those tender words we 
said to one another 

Are stored in the secret _ 

heart of heaven. 

One day, like the rain they will fall and spread 
And their mystery will grow green over the world. 

These words, translated by gay scholar and mystic Andrew Har¬ 
vey ( The Way of Passion: A Celebration of Rumi, Frog, Ltd. 1994), 
touch on one of history’s great gay mystical love affairs, that be¬ 
tween Rumi and Shams, fired by their intense devotion to each 
other and their mutual initiation into the secrets of divine Love. 

Their passion for one another was immediate and intense. In 
one account of their meeting related by Harvey, the young, hand¬ 
some poet Rumi was accosted by Shams as the former rode his 
mule to the bazaar, accompanied by his college students. Shams, a 
“mysterious, terrifying, majestic dervish in his sixties,‘wrapped in 
coarse black felt,”’ posed a metaphysical riddle so enlightening that 
Rumi swooned and become enraptured with the older man. Rumi 
“took Shams by the hand and led him to the college on foot, where 
they kept to themselves in a cell for forty days.” 

Harvey and many others consider Rumi one of the greatest mys¬ 
tic poets of all time. How appropriate, then, that on Valentine’s Day, 
one of the country’s most renowned poets, Robert Bly, will pre¬ 
sent “For the Beloved,” a reading of poetry by Rumi, accompanied 
by Ross Kent on sarod and Marcus Wise on tablas. 

While “Iron Man” Bly is not gay, and he may or may not skirt the 
subject of Rumi’s gayness, inevitably Rumi’s queer spirit will shine 
through in the profoundest words of gay love ever written. ▼

work that’s way, way dykey and 
concerned with queer issues. I 
think that one of the reasons that 
small presses exist, that feminist 
and independent presses exist, is 
so that we write without censor¬ 
ship. So that we write out of our 
own experience and we describe 
the times we live in, and we don’t 
think, “Oh, who’s going to read 
this? I’m terrified that this will 
never get 
published.” 

You write 
really dif¬ 
ferently 
when you’re 
feeling free. 

To tell you 
the truth, I 
didn’t really 
even try this 
collection 
[The Death 
of a Much- 
Travelled 
Woman ] 
with a large 
publisher, be¬ 
cause for one 
thing it’s this 
sort of quirky 
mystery stuff, 
then it’s short 
stories, and 
then she’s this dyke 
"who’s jumping 
into bed with 
everybody possi¬ 
ble. I just thought, 

“No way.” So I’ve 
been really happy 
publishing with 
Midge [Stocker] at 
Third Side. She 
did a great job 
with it. 

Do you prefer 
writing in one 
genre over anoth¬ 
er? 

At this point, I 
would probably say that literary 
fiction and nonfiction are of 
greater interest to me. If I knew 
that I only had three hundred 
days to live, I would certainly only 
be writing nonfiction memoir or 
self-exploration in some way. But 
I have to say that I love my char¬ 
acter, Cassandra. It’s not so much 
that I think of myself as a mystery ‘ 
writer, and I always sort of resist¬ 
ed that label, because I was always 
writing straightforward fiction 
while I was writing my mysteries. 

I had an enormous amount of 
fun, always, writing the mysteries, 
whether they were more satiric 
ones, concerned with social jus¬ 
tice as the Pam Nielsen ones were, 
or whether they were freewheel¬ 
ing Cassandra. 

Virginia Woolf has this won¬ 
derful phrase in one of her diary 
entries, about taking her wits out 
for a canter. That’s sort of how I 
feel when I get in the saddle with 
Cassandra. I know I’m going to 
have a lot of fun. I can make a lot 
of puns, I can joke, I can write ac¬ 
tion, and it’s not too serious. 
Whereas the other work that I do 
is much more deeply emotional, 
and it can be sad, it can be 
poignant. It can deal with failed 
relationships and loss. It certainly 
makes me feel more, and it makes 
the reader feel more. But I almost 
feel like I need both of them. 
There’s a time when I would have 
said, “No, I’m not going to write 
any more mysteries,” because I 
was sick of always being called a 
mystery writer. But I realized that 
I probably always will, because I 
need to write about Cassandra, or 
a short story when I feel like it. It’s 
not particularly a way to build a 
career as a mystery writer, but I’m 


On the same subject, there seems 
to be a proliferation of lesbian 
mystery/detective novelists, 
among whom Patricia Cornwell 
and Ellen Hart are familiar 
names. Why do think that genre 
is so popular? 

You know, I couldn’t even ven¬ 
ture, at this point, to guess. I think 
that fifteen years ago, when some 
of the very first feminist mysteries 
came out, and when the first les¬ 
bian mysteries 
were published, it 
was this kind of, 
“Wow!” We can 
subvert this very 
traditional genre 
and sort of turn 
this thing on its 
head. We can 
create hard- 
boiled women 
cops, or we can 
create amateur 
sleuths who can 
delve into their 
community. 
The genre kind 
of took off 
from there and 
became an in¬ 
dustry 
and a 
marketing 
thing, as 
well. 

There 
are literal¬ 
ly hun¬ 
dreds of 
women 
writing 
mysteries 
now. I’ve 
kind of 
lost track 
of what ex¬ 
actly the 
reason for 
it is. I know 
that people 
like to read 
it as popu¬ 
lar enter¬ 
tainment and I think that the 
mystery is quite appealing be¬ 
cause it takes a very active ap¬ 
proach to death. In most in¬ 
stances, in your life, when people 
die, there’s sort of no one exactly 
to blame, or you can feel blame, 
but you can’t really do anything 
about it. You feel grief, usually, 
and you feel paralysis, and you 
feel frightened, and all these 
human things. But in mysteries, 
there is someone to blame, and 
you can go after them. It might be 
a social justice thing, where big 
corporations have been polluting 
the river and someone has died, 
or it might be that someone took 
it out on a woman or a gay man, 
and you can find the culprit. So I 
think there’s actually something 
very gratifying to people in this 
active approach to death and in 
the kind of restoring of order. 

That’s my guess as to why mys¬ 
teries remain eternally popular. It’s 
also a very democratic genre. There 
are people from all kinds of cul¬ 
tures writing mysteries about their 
communities. You’ve got indepen¬ 
dent detectives who are out there 
fighting the good fight. I think peo¬ 
ple identify with these characters 
— they like to believe that they too 
will stand up for what’s right. 

Have you ever tried your hand at 
lesbian science fiction? 

No, I’ve got to draw the line some¬ 
where! T
